Foreign Minister Bejt Caid 
Essebsi said in an address published in Wednesday’s newspapers 
President Bourguiba “judged it useful to postpone for the imm- 
ediate future the convening of this summit in order, to permit our 
Maghreb brothers to pursue their dialogue.” He said there was a 
"fundamental difference of approach” towards the Western Sah- 
ara conflict. Algeria Tuesday accused King Hassan of Morocco of 
intransigence over his stance in the Western Sahara conflict, the 
Algerian News Agency APS, monitored in Pars, reported. In a 
statement on King Hassan’s position on the former Spanish col- 
ony. a Foreign Ministry spokesman said the king had shown “a 
clear demonstration of Morocco's intransigence towards a just 
and definitive solution of the Western Sahara affair." 



Britain to abolish BNOC 

LONDON (R) — The British government announced Wed- 
nesday it intends 10 abolish the state oil trading company, which 
has been losing money as a result of falling spot crude prices. 
Minister of State for Energy AJick Buchan an- Smith told par- 
liament the British National Oil Corporation (BNOC.) had tra- 
ditionally operated by purchasing and selling oil under term con- 
tracts at prices fixed for a period of months ahead. "There has 
however now been a major change in the structure of the oil 
market away from term contracts and towards spot and similar 
short-term transactions," Mr. Buchanan-Smith said. He said that 
in these circumstances BNOC could only avoid losses Ly linking 
its p’l" ts to movements in the spot market.

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Reagan: Egyptian plan 
positive but not enough 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — U.S. Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan said Tuesday that 
Egypt’s formula for re kindlin g Middle East 
peace talks is “a positive contribution” and 
promised his country will “support the par- 
ties’ efforts to build on this promising beg- 
inning.” 


Mr. Reagan, reading out a sta- 
tement after two hours of talks 
with Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak at the White House, 
credited the Egyptian leader of 
“making suggestions which have 
helped renew interest in the peace 
process and I regard them as a pos- 
itive contribution and 1 appreciate 
the constructive spirit in which 
you have offered them.” 

However. Mr. Reagan said any 
negotiations must be within the 
framework of United Nations 
Security Council Resolution 242 
which provides both for the res- 
toration of Arab land now occ- 
upied by Israel and the rec- 
ognition of Israel to live in peace 
in secure and recognised borders. 

Mr. Reagan said any agreement 
also must recognise .“the leg- 
itimate rights of the Palestinian 
people.” 

**Jn the full knowledge that the 
parties are still a long way from the 
negotiating -table,” Mr. Reagan 
added, "the United States takes 
an active interest in these dev- 
elopments and we'll support the 
panics’ effort! , to build: ‘on This- 
promising beginning.” 

In a toast at a dinner honouring 
Mr. Mubarak, the president said 
there was renewed hope that the 
peace process can be "inv- 
igorated.” 


Mr. Reagan and Mr. Mubarak 
read departure statements outside 
the White House diplomatic ent- 
rance, facing the north lawn. “1 
believe that no leader is more equ- 
ipped to play an historic role and 
fulfil a sacred mission in the Mid- 
dle East." Mr. Mubarak told Mr. 
Reagan. ~ Destiny has chosen you 
to lead this great nation at a time 
when a golden opportunity for 
peace is emerging." 

Mr. Mubarak said he was con- 
fident “the United States will act 
without delay in order to keep the 
momentum gping and to pave the 
way for further progress." 

The Egyptian leader said the 
Feb. II agreement between Jor- 
dan and the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) for pursuing 
peace was "a major development 
that should not be discounted or 
discarded." 

** We cannot afford another mis- 
sed opportunity for peace, and not 
during your presidency," Mr. 
Mubarak cautioned. 

The Egyptian leader pressed his 
plan for the United States to meet 
wirfi^'Tld^tion' of Jordanians 
and Palestinians as a first step 
toward Israeli- Arab peace talks. 

However, a U.S. official who 
briefed reporters after the talks 
between Mr. Reagan and Mr. 
Mubarak said the U.S. president's 


view was that the Egyptian pro- 
posal did not go far enough and 
Washington believed that nothing 
would be gained by a U.S. meeting 
with a Jordanian- Palestinian del- 
egation as called for by Mr. Mub- 
arak. 

The U.S.. which has refused to 
talk with the PLO until the org- 
anisation recognises Israel, sus- 
pects that the joint delegation 
might include PLO members, acc- 
ording to administration officials. 

Mr. Reagan said in the dinner 
speech, “one question that we 
must address forthrightly is how 
the Palestinians should be rep- 
resented” in peace talks, adding 
that there should be Palestinian 
representation in every stage of 
the negotiating process. 

"These Palestinians should inc- 
lude representatives from the 
West Bank and Gaza and other 
Palestinians as mutually agreed by 
the parties,” he added. 

However, there was no shift 
from the administration's refusal 
to deal with the PLO. 

At the dinner, which was held in 
the glittering Thomas Jefferson 
reception room at the State Dep- 
artment, Mr. Mubarak hailed 
U.S.-Egyptian relations, saying 
ties between Cairo and Was- 
hington are “strengthening the 
cause of peace in our pan of the 
world.” 

The administration official said 
Mr. Mubarak did not abandon his 
idea for U.S. talks with a 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation. 
"He didn't come with the idea to 
give it up in Washington." the off- 
icial said. “The basic question is: 
How does it advance the parties to 
direct negotiations.*'

Iraq Tuesday warned Iranian 
forces, who attacked across the 
flat Huwizah marshes late Mon- 
day-night, to retreat or face “cer- 
tain death." 

An announcer on Baghdad 
Radio said Wednesday: “We will 
turn Al Huwizah into a floating 
graveyard." 

Huwizah separates pans of the 
southern Iraqi region from 
border-side Iranian territory. The 
western fringe of Huwizah is 10 
kilometres east of the main hig- 
hway that links Basra to Baghdad. 

The Iranian news agency. 
IRNA. said Wednesday Iraqi jets 
attacked Isfahan, a former royal 
Persian capital 400 kilometres 
from the Iran- Iraq border, and the 
western chy of Bakhtaran. 

Iran contended the alleged Iraqi 
raids breached a halt on attacks on 
civilian centres which the United 
Nations had proposed should 


come into force at midnight GMT 
on Monday. Both Iran and Iraq 
accepted the call. 

An Iranian military com- 
munique said Iran retaliate to the 
alleged Iraqi raids by hitting mil- 
itary and economic installations in 
Basra, a city of one million people 
pounded regularly by Iran for a 
week. Basra residents said over 
S00 shells fell on the city, killing 
more than 100 people. 

The communique, quoted by 
IRNA said Iraqi jets bombed 
Bostan in Khuzestan province, kil- 
ling 16 civilians. Bowkan in the 
northwest and a village near 
Hamadan in western Iran. 

The agency said earlier that

Israeli planes bomb suspected 
resistance base in Bekaa Valley 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — Israeli 
warplanes bombed, a Palestinian 
base in Lebanon's Bekaa Valley 
on Wednesday, and, according to 
reports reaching here, caused no 
casualties. 

The Israeli military command in 
Tel Aviv said its planes snacked a 
base two kilometres west of the 
Bekaa Valley town of Bar Elias. 

Israeli military sources quoted 
by the Associated Press said the 
Israeli planes bombed a two- 
storey house and nearby trenches 
about 300 metres south of the 
Beirut-Dam asc us highway. The', 
sources also said the building was 
used by Saiqa. the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) fac- 
tion mostly closely associated with 
Syria. 

But a spokesman for the Pop- 
ular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (PFLP) said in Dam- 
ascus the base belonged to the 
front. 

A Syrian military spokesman, 
quoted by the official Syrian news 
agency SANA said: “Two hostile 
Israeli F-15 jets today bombed a 
number of civilian houses in Bar 
Elias area." 

He said the planes were int- 
ercepted by Syrian air defences 
and driven away. 


The PFLP said in a statement 
released in Damascus that “a for- 
mation of enemy planes today rai- 
ded with rockets one of our bases 
in the Bekaa, but were intercepted 
by heavy anti-aircraft gunfire and 
driven away." 

The spokesman said the PFLP 
suffered no casualties. 

The “Voice of Lebanon" radio 
station said that a squadron of five 
Israeli planes fired rockets on the 
suspected base in Taanayei, four 
kilometres northwest of Bar Elias, 
and drew anti-aircraft fire from at- 
least three Syrian anti-aircraft bat- 
teries in the area. 

Bar Elias is 10 kilometres west 
of the Syrian border and about 1 2 
kilometres north of Israers“from 
Ime" facing Syrian troops in the 
Bekaa Valley. 

It was the fourth Israeli air str- 
ike in Lebanon so far this year. 
The last one was Feb. 1 1 at Taa- 
Ibaya, five kilometres northwest 
of Bar Elias. 

All four air strikers this year 
were on bases Israel claimed were 
used by Syrian-backed Palestinian 
commandos. 

Wednesday’s air .attack fol- 
lowed a week of intensified res- 
istance attacks against Israel’s 
occupation army in South Leb- 


anon. 

This week has been one of rhe 
worst experienced by Israeli tro- 
ops since they invaded Lebanon in 
June 1 982. TTiey have suffered 1 4 
dead and 21 wounded and on T ue- 
sday narrowly escaped heavier' 
casualties in two more suicide car 
bombings. 

According to accounts in Israeli 
newspapers, one car bomber det- 
onated his Mercedes packed with 
75 kilogrammes of explosives near 
an Israeli jeep south of Jezzine. 

The jeep fell into a ditch by the 
roadside and was protected from 
the blast. The Mercedes driver 
was killed. 

Another car bomb near Ras- 
hadiyeh killed five Lebanese civ- 
ilians. It apparently blew up on the 
way to its target. 

Addressing the Israeli par- 
liament Wednesday. Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin said Isr- 
aeli troops would complete their 
pullback in eastern Lebanon fac- 
ing the Syrians “in the shortest 
amount of time possible." 

Mr. Rabin’s 1 0-minute speech 
opened a debate over mounting 
‘demands to speed up Israel 
troop withdrawal from Lebanon 
in the face of escalating attacks on 
soldiers by resistance men.

istian heartland in a ret oh against 
Mr. Gemayel’s leadership of the 
party. 

Although rebel commander 
Samir Geagea. who has close ties 
with Israel, declared in a com- 
munique that his militiamen held 
control of most Christian areas, 
uniformed Falangist irregulars 
loyal to Mr. Gemayel were seen at 
checkpoints in the streets of Bei- 
rut’s mostly Christian eastern sec- 
tor. 

Radio stations had earlier rep- 
orted Mr. Geagea' s forces seized 
east Beirut in addition to the pop- 
ulous port of Jouniehand coastal 
Bybios in a dawn-to-dusk sweep 
that left one man killed and three 
wounded. 

Sources in the Christian com- 
munity told the Associated Press 
that Mi. Geagea took control of 
the three major east Beirut gar- 
risons of the “ Lebanese Forces." 
the nation’s largest rightist militia, 
but has ordered their fighters to 
avoid dashes with the “military 
police" force of the Falangist 
Party. 

A statement early Wednesday 
by “Lebanese Forces” com- 
mander Fuad Abu Nader said it 
was reassuming its" prerogative to 
make independenr decisions and 
take all measures to put these dec- 
isions into effect in the political, 
security, financial and information 
spheres." 

Mr. Geagea' s men control a 
coastal checkpoint south of the 
northern port of Tripoli which the 
Falange. the dominant party 
among Lebanon’s Christians, 
wants to close under a Syrian 
backed-securitv plan. 

All commercial traffic passing 
the checkpoint at Berbara must 
pay a toil to the “Lebanese For- 
ces." 

Mr. Geagea' s aides said the Fal- 
ange leadership had lost touch 
with the feeling of ordinary party 
members since the assassination in 
1 982 of Amin Gemayel's younger 
brother. President-elect Bashir 
Gemayel. who was the military 
commander of the "Lebanese 
Forces." 

Shops and schools shut in east , 
Beirut and soldiers and gunmen j 
set up roadblocks north of the cap- 1 
ital as the political crisis deepened. 

Mr. Gemayel brought more 
than 60 Christian religious leaders 
and parliament members to a 
midraoming conference at his pre- 
sidential palace in suburban Baa- 
bda by army helicopters to “dec- 
ide On ways to cope with crisis," 
radio stations said. 

After four hours of del- 
iberations, the conferees issued a 
statement that denounced “any 
attempt to infringe on the unity of

Washington to change its position. 

Mr. Mubarak, who arrived in 
Washington on Saturday, had 
urged the United States to host the 
joint delegation as a first step tow - 
ard reviving Arab- Israeli peace 
talks. 

Following Mr. Mubarak's mee- 
ting with Mr. Reagan on Tuesday, 
an administration official, who 
relused to be named, told rep- 
orters that nothing would be gai- 
ned by a U.S. meeting with a 
Jordanian- Palestin ian dclegai ion . 

Administration sources said 
they suspected the delegation 
might include members of the 
PLO. The United States has ref- 
used to deal with the PLO until it 
recognises Israel. 

Mr. Reagan said Egypt's for- 
mula tor rekindling peace talks 


was “a positive contribution" but 
did not go far enough. 

There was no immediate rea- 
ction to the U.S. stand from Jor- 
danian government officials. On 
March 6. King Hussein supported 
Mr. Mubarak's proposals for U.S. 
contacts with a Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation and urged 
the United States to seize this" last 
chance" to resolve the Arab- 
Israeli conflict. 

In Cairo, the Egyptian new- 
spaperssaid the Egyptian leader 
had succeeded in rekindling U.S.

Chernenko 
given hero’s 
funeral at 
Red Square 

MOSCOW (Agencies) — The late 
Soviet President Konstantin Che- 
rnenko was buried with full state 
honours in Moscow's Red Square 
Wednesday in a solemn ceremony 
attended by dozens of world lea- 
ders. 

To the strains of Chopin’s fun- 
eral march. Mr. Chernenko's cof- 
fin. draped in red and black crepe, 
was borne on a gun carriage thr- 
ough the streets of Moscow from 
the ornate green IXth-cemury 
Hail of Columns, where his body- 
had laid in state. 

The bells of the Kremlin pealed, 
an artillery salute boomed and tac- 
tory sirens blared across the Soviet 
Union after the burial, the third 
funeral ol a Soviei Communist 
Party leader in less than two and a 
half years. 

Mr. Chernenko’s successor. 
Mikhail Gorbachev. 54. delivered 
a funeral oration from atop the 
Lenin Mausoleum in Red Square 
3l"ier the gun carriage was towed 
past guards of honour and tho- 
usands of workers brought to cen- 
tral Moscow for the funeral. 

Moments before the coffin was 
lowered into the freshly dug earth. 
Mr. Chernenko’s widow. Anna, 
bid an emotional tartfwcli to her 
husband. She stood by the side of 
his open coffin, stroking his for- 
ehead in grief and bending several 
times to press her cheek against 
his face and kiss him. 

After two minutes, another 
woman gently took her arm and 
led Mrs. Chernenko away from 
the coffin. 

The 10 surviving members of 
the politburo stood at attention, 
their arms raised in salute and Mr. 
Chernenko's coffin was lowered. 

As the Soviei national anthem 
was played, the flag atop a Kre- 
mlin building was raised from half

Hoss: U.S. veto defies 
human rights policies 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — A Lebanese cabinet minister 
said that a U.S. veto of a resolution in the U.N. 
Security Council condemning Israel for its practices 
in South Lebanon contradicted America's human 
rights policies elsewhere. 

urity) Council does noi need your 
lecture, what you say is lies, you 
are a shame, you will have us all 
killed.” 

When asked by reporters to 
repeat what she was saying she 
said "Israel is leading the whole 
world into a nuclear war.” 

Ms. Jeofry who lives in New 
York and writes for many journals 
was quoted by U.N. Security off- 
icers as saying that she was pro- 
voked by the American veto at a 
time when Israelis "were mass- 
acring Lebanese in the village of 
Zrariyeh in Souih Lebanon. 


Salim Hoss. minister of labour 
and education, told Reuters that 
the Lf.S. veto ot the draft res- 
olution was "in fact condemnation 
of Israel and the United States.” 

“How can America prevent the 
censure of the destruction of 
homes, burning of orchards, kil- 
ling of innocent and siege of vil- 
lages on Lebanese soil while it 
condemns what it regards as the 
violation of human rights in other 
countries?” he said. 

Lebanon called lor den- 
unciation ot Israeli activities in 
occupied areas ot Lebanon after 
Israeli troops last month launched 
a harsh crackdown on resistance 
fighters. 

In the lastest of a chain of Israeli 
raids on Lebanese villages near 
the coastal city of Tyre. Israeli 
troops on Monday killed at least 
34 people after crossing their front 
lines to storm the village ol Zra- 
riyeh. 

Eleven ot the 15 Security Cou- 
ncil members voted to censure 
Israel, while Britain. Denmark 
and Australia abstained. 

A woman spectator at the Uni- 
ted Nations Security Council sho- 
uted "shame” while Mrs. Jeane 
Kirkpatrick, the U.S. envoy to the 
U.N.. was delivering her speech 
on U.S. reasons to veto the pro- 
posed Lebanese resolution. 

The woman, later identified as 
American journalist Maressa Jeo- 
fry. shouted while being dragged 
out by U.N. Security "the (Sec- 


U.S. watches veto reaction 

U.S. administration officials 
said they were watching to see if 
the U.S. veto Tuesday would lead 
to Americans there being end- 
angered. 

They said they had no plan to 
evacuate Americans but the U.S. 
aircraft carrier Eisenhower rem- 
ained in the eastern Med- 
iterranean. apparently in case that 
became necessary. 

American U.N. Ambassador 
Jeane Kirkpatrick said the United 
States would not be intimidated 
and was vetoing the draft U.N. 
Security Council resolution, des- 
pite three separate threats in Leb- 
anon to harm Americans if (he 
resolution was vetoed. 

The draft resolution would have 
condemned Israeli military act- 
ions against civilians in southern 
Lebanon. 


When asked if such a veto 
would endanger Americans. State 
Depanmem Spokesman Edward 
Djerejian said: "The safety and 

status of our personnel in Leb- 
anon is a matter which is con- 
tinually under review and con- 
sideration.” 

But Mr. Djerejian. speaking 
shortly before the veto, said Tue- 
sday as he had last Friday that U.S. 
embassy personnel and other 
Americans were not being eva- 
cuated from Lebanon. 

A U.S. official who did not want 
to be named said that meant there 
was no present plan to evacuate 
Americans but that government 
officials were watching the sit- 
uation. 

He suggested no evacuation 
would be necessary if the reaction 
in Lebanon was no worse than 
anti-U.S. demonstrations. 

A suicide car bombing des- 
troyed the U.S. embassy annex in 
Beirut last September about a 
week after a similar U.S. veto of a 
U.N. resolution on Israel. 

An organisation called "Ame- 
rican For Justice In the Middle 
East." which has been active in 
Beirut in recent years in pro- Arab 
causes, issued a statement Tue- 
sday condemning the U.S. veto in 
Ihe Security Council. 

The statement said the group's 
members "are deeply shocked and ' 
disturbed by another U.S. veto 
against a majority” in the Security 
Council. "We believe that the 
U.S. government has. for many 
years, disregarded Arab rights by 
creating and supporting the alien 
state of Israel on Arab lands.” the 
statement said. It termed LLS. 
Middle East policy as "dan- 
gerous" 


‘Hezbollah’ seeks end to U.S. involvement 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (APj — A 
leader of the fundamentalist 
Shi'ite Muslim "Hezbollah” mov- 
ement called Wednesday for an 
end to American involvement in 
Lebanon and for continued agg- , 
ression against Israel. 

Sheikh Ibrahim A1 Amin told a 
news conference at a Shi’ite centre 
in the suburb of Ouzai south of the 
capital said that the group had 
three main goals. 

These were, he said, that 
"America must leave Lebanon for 
good” and that "Israel must be 
wiped out of existence” and that 


the rightist Christian "Falange 
Party” in Lebanon should be 
"brought to justice” for its actions 
against the nation's Muslims. 

The rare news conference came 
a day after the United States vet- 
oed a Lebanon-sponsored res- 
olution in the U.N. Security Cou- 
ncil that called for condemnation 
of Israel for its tactics in occupied 
South Lebanon. 

Asked about the veto, the she- 
ikh said the veto "proves that 
America is the chief entity res- 


ponsible tor all terrorist and des- 
tructive acts in the world." 

He added that "Israeli and 
America know quite well the type 
of response (Islamic) people have 
carried out and will cany out in 
the future. God willing.” 

Intelligence sources in the Uni- 
ted States have linked the radical 
Hezbollah, or Party of God. with 
the attacks on the U.S. embassy 
buildings in 1VS3 and 19K4 and 
the Oct. 23. I9S3. truck bombing 
of the U.S. Marine and French 
paratrooper headquarters in Bei- 
rut. 


‘Syria likely to have harder stance 



DAMASCUS (R) — Hafez A1 
Assad Wednesday began a third 
seven-year term as Syria’s pre- 
sident which diplomats here said 
was likely to be marked by a har- 
der stance on the Arab-Israeli dis- 
pute. 

A mass march through the cap- 
ital which Damascus Radio said 
was one million strong climaxed a 
month of celebrations of his lan- 
dslide re-election on Feb. 10. 

The huge demonstration of Mr. 
Assad's popularity came as a cool 
U.S. response for an Egyptian 
Middle East peace initiative 
added weight to his rejection of 
American involvement in the reg- 
ion. 

Cairo wanted Washington to 
meet a Jordanian- Palestinian 
team as a prelude to talks also inv- 
olving Israel. But President Ron- 
ald Reagan stopped short of end- 
orsing the plan in talks Tuesday 
with visiting Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak. 

The path to peace lay in direct 


negotiations between Israel and 
its Arab neighbours, Mr. Reagan 
added. 

“The U.S. stance came as an 
endorsement of Mr. Assad’s views 
casting doubt on U.S. willingness 
to be impartial in the Middle East 
conflict", one Western diplomat 
told Reuters. 

Diplomats said Washington’s 
attitude would weaken "mod- 
erate” Arabs’ position in the reg- 
ion and strengthen the hard line of 
Syria and its allies. 

Mr. Assad himself served notice 
of his uncompromising mood in a 
speech to parliament during his 
swearing-in ceremony Tuesday. 
The United States wanted to per- 
suade the Arabs to negotiate from 
a weak position with a strong Isr- 
ael, he said. 

Washington’s rejection of an 
international conference on the 
Middle East was aimed at exc- 
luding the Soviet Union from the 
peace process and “imposing 
American hegemony on the Arab 


.region.’’ Mr. Assad said. 

“Israel will not give back any 
Arab land and the United States 
will never put pressure on Israel, 
but will impose surrender and fur- 
ther concessions on the Arabs.” 

Mr. Assad pledged to stamp out 
mismanagement and corruption in 
Syria, as pan of a programme to 
revitalise its economy. “We have 
decided to bring to account all 
wrong-doers of whatever level of 
responsibility," he told par- 
liament. 

Syria’s economy has long been 
labouring under the strain of high 
military spending, and it is heavily 
dependent on foreign aid. But Mr. 
Assad's popularity has been uns- 
cathed by the problems, as ref- 
lected in his self-assurance in his 
speech, political analysts said. 

“Our ambitions are great, and 
we have to take long steps towards 
further achievements in the var- 
ious domains, looking at the fut- 
ure with optimism and con- 
fide nee.' ’ he Lold parliament.

Kazem-Pour Ardebili said Pir- 
anshahr in the northwest was also 
attacked. 

Iran meanwhile stepped up pre- 
cautions against air attack in Teh- 
ran following an Iraqi raid early 
Tuesday which killed fi\ e people. 

Electricity supplies were cut off 
for six hours during the night, and 
the authorities earlier urged Teh- 
ran's seven million people to 
switch off unnecessary lights and 
keep curtains shut. 

Meanwhile. Libyan leader 
Muammar Uadhafi has sent an 
urgent telegram calling for an end 
to the bombing of cities and civ- 
ilians in the Iran-lraq war. the off- 
icial Libyan news agency JANA 
reported Wednesday. 

"The leader of the revolution 
(‘Jadhafi) has sent an urgent tel- 
egram to Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein and to Imam Khomeini, 
in which he asked ihem to end the 
bombardment of cities and civ- 
ilians.” JANA said in a dispatch 
written in Italian. 

The news agency said that Col- 
onel Oadhafi called for an end to 
the bombing "to spare the Iraqi 
and Iranian people tun her tra- 
gedies and sufferings.”

The official noted that funher 
talks will be held next week when 
Secretary of State George P. 
Shultz meets in Washington with 
Jordanian Foreign Minister Taher 
A! Masri. 

Under Mr Mubarak's plan. 
Israel would come into the talks 
after the U.S. holds talks with a 
joint delegation. 

Israel opposes any negotiations 
to which it is not a party and a U.S. 
official said of the Mubarak pro- 
posal: "At this stage we are still 
asking some questions about it." 

The official said any isolated 
meeting would not serve Mr. 
Mubarak's purposes “or our pur- 
poses, or indeed any of the other 
parties. Where would it lead?" 

In a speech to the National 
Press Club on Wednesday. Mr. 
Mubarak said that those who wan- 
ted the United States to hold back 
from Middle East peace efforts 
were advocating “Almost a def- 
eatist approach." 

Mr. Mubarak, in a strongly 
worded speech, criticised the view 
that the parties to the Arab-Israel 
conflict had sole responsibility for 
moving the peace process forward 
with the United States playing 
only a secondary role 

He declared that Jordan and the 
PLO had made a firm -com- 
mitment to a peaceful solution of 
the conflict that would lead to dir- 
ect negotiations with Israel. 


Mr. Mubarak, speaking on the 
final day of his Washington visit, 
told the National Press Club that 
supporters of the view that the 
United States should wait and see 
how things developed m the Mid- 
dle East were advocating inaction 
as a line of policy. 

“This is almost a defeatist app- 
roach based on a series of wrong 
premises," Mr. Mubarak said. 

He said the argument that res- 
ponsibility for moving the peace 
process forward fell squarely and 
solely on the parties to the conflict 
inferred that the United States 
could play only a secondary role. 

But Mr. Mubarak said: “You 
cannot say: ‘I am waiting until the 
parties agree on everything before 
I step in.’ The role of a great cou- 
ntry like the United States is not 
simply to endorse what was agreed 
upon. Rather, it is to help the par- 
ties reach agreemenL" 

Mr. Mubarak said Egypt was 
contacting all the parties regularly 
but needed “the weight and active 
role of the United States.” 

Mr. Mubarak said that dialogue 
between the U.S. and a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
would clarify different positions 
and reinforce the momentum for 
peace. -

Iraq expected Iranian 
attack, commander says 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq had exp- 
ected Tuesday's Iranian ground 
offensive on the southern Gulf 
war front for several days and had 
reinforced its defences to counter 
it. according to Iraqi commanders. 

Brigadier Thamer Oassim. a 
field commander in Iraq’s Third 
Army Corps in the south, told this 
correspondent during a visit to 
Iraqi positions in the Ghuzeil 
Desert two days ago that Iran had 
massed nine divisions — some 
100.000 men — on the southern 
front. 

Hundreds of Iraqi troops with 
Soviet-made tanks, artillery and 
missiles including the. Soviet 
SCUD-B had been seen moving 
into the Ghuzeil area in the past 
week. 


This correspondent saw at least 
a dozen of the six-tonne SCUD- 
Bs — battlefield support missiles 
designed to strike at marshalling 
areas, storage dumps and airfields 
behind enemy lines — mounted 
atop their heavy transport and 
launch vehicles close to the scene 
of Tuesday's Iranian attack. 

The Iranian thrust came in the 
marshlands near A1 Thager. 
some five kilometres north of 
Ghuzeil. Iraq said its troops had 
repelled the aitack. inflicting 
heavy casualties and taking large 
numbers of Iranian prisoners.

Arafat and his supporters when 
Syria was supporting a takeover of 
the PLO by his hardline rivals in 
Lebanon in 1983. 

Mr. Gorbachev spent little time 
in conversation with Western 
non-government political leaders, 
with the exception of Neil Kin- 
nock. leader of the British Labour 
Party. 

Mr. Kinnock accompanied

leaders. Social Democrat David 
Owen and Liberal leader David 
Steel. 


Chernenko given hero’s funeral

to full staff. 

■The ceremony began when a 
black- and- red draped caisson car- 
ried Mr. Chernenko’s coffin into 
the square at the head of a column 
of mourning relatives. Kremlin 
leaders and a military band pla- 
ying a funeral dirge. 

Officers carrying a huge black- 
and-white portrait of Mr. Che- 
rnenko preceded the funeral cor- 
tege. Some carried flags of the 
Soviet army, navy and air force 
and others held red cushions bea- 
ring Mr. Chernenko’ s medals. 

The procession rolled to a hair 
before Lenin's tomb while Mr. 
Gorbachev and other' politburo 
leaders climbed the mausoleum. 
Some of the Kremlin elite had 
marched behind the caisson on its 
half-hour trip into Red Square. 

The opened coffin, covered in 
red and black crepe, was placed on 
low platform in front of the tomb, 
which sits near the base of the 
Kremlin's brick walls. Special gue- 
sts, including visiting foreign lea- 
ders. were ranged in tribunes fla- 
nking the tomb, bundled under a 
heavy overcast against the 
minus-2 degree C (3r'F) tem- 
peratures. 

Mr. Gorbachev, wearing a gray 
Persian lamb hat and donning his 
gold-rimmed reading glasses, 
opened the ceremony with a eul- 
ogy to the man who had served for 
only 13 months when he died 
Sunday at a ge 73. 

“At” this hour of grief. Soviet 
men and women are paying their 
deep respects to a faithful servant 
of our party and people, a staunch 
champion of the ideals of com- 
munism.” said Mr. Gorbachev, 
the youngest Soviet leader in six 
decades. 

Mr. Gorbachev said Mr. Che- 
rnenko was “associated with 
major initiatives aimed at ending 


the arms race and eliminating the 
threat of a global nuclear hol- 
ocaust. 

“Our party and state will con- 
tinue to increase their efforts in 
this direction, doiag everything to 
preserve peace.” he said. 

The new leader then moved 
aside for a speech by Viktor V. 
Grishkin a party leader and mem- 
ber of the politburo. who was fol- 
lowed to the microphone by Sov- 
iet officials and specially des- 
ignated workers. 

Prime, Minister Nikolai Tik- 
honov, 79, stood to the left of Mr. 
Gorbachev and Mr. Grishkin 
stood to his right. 

Flanking them were Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko, 75, 
and Grigory Romanov, 62, a pol- 
itburo member who had been reg- 
arded as a main rival of Mi. Gor- 
bachev, 

Only two places away from Mr. 
Gorbachev stood the chief of (he 
KGB security police. Viktor Che- 
brikov. 61, a non-voting member 
of the politburo who is regarded as 
a leading candidate for promotion 
to full membership. 

To Mr. Gromyko's left stood 
Ukrainian party leader Vladimir 
Shcherbitsky 67 . who cur short a 
visit to the United States because 
of Mr. Chernenko’s death. 

The cobblestoned expanse was 
filled by Soviet soldiers, citizens 
and politicians as well as visiting 
dignitaries. Moscow-based dip- 
lomats and a crowd of foreign jou- 
rnalists. 

Small portraits of Mr. Che- 
rnenko bordered in red and black 
bobbed above the heads of the 
crowd in'the square as the funeral 
procession filed past. 

On srate television, presenter 
Igor Kuril] ov, who had broken the 
news of Mr. Chernenko’s death to 
the Soviet people on Monday, pra- 
ised the late leader as a “patriot 


and internationalist” and listed his 
official decorations. 

All the Communist Party lea- 
ders of the Soviet Union’s East 
European allies were at the fun- 
eral. 

Dozens of leaders of Western 
and neutral countries also, att- 
ended the funeral. President 
Reagan was represented by Vice 
President George Bush. Among 
leaders present were French Pre- 
sident Francois Mitterrand. Bri- 
tish Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher and Indian Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi. 

Other dignitaries including 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl of West 
Germany and Canadian leader 
Brian Mulroney also attended the 
funeral 

Mrs. Thatcher and Japanese 
Prime Minister Yasuhiro Nak- 
asone were among the first foreign 
dignitaries to pay last respects to 
Mr. Chernenko. 

Mrs. Thatcher was acc- 
ompanied by Foreign Secretary 
Sir Geoffrey Howe and Amb- 
assador Sir lain Sutherland when 
she laid wreaths from Oueen Eli- 
zabeth and the British public. 

State television showed foreign 
heads of state laying wreaths at 
Mr. Chernenko's bier. 

African leaders included Pre- 
sidents Jose Eduardo dos Samos 
of Angola and Samora Moises 
Machel of Mozambique, both 
countries friendly to the Soviet 
Union. 

Yasser Arafat and Sam Njoma. 
leaders of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) and the 
South West Africa People’s Org- 
anisation (SWAPO). also paid 
their last respects. 

They were followed by French 
President Francois Mitterrand 
and Italian President Sandro Per- 
tini.

Chinese construction minister, Nabulsi 
hold talks on fields of cooperation 


AMMAN (Petra) — Chinese Min- 
ister of Urban and Rural Con- 
struction and Environmental Pro- 
’tcction Rui Xingwen arrived here 
Wednesday on a one-day visit to 
Jordan. He held talks with Min- 
ister of Municipal and Rural Aff- 
airs and the Environment Ham- 
dullah A! Nabulsi and a number of 
officials with the aim bolstering 
the existing cooperation between 
Jordan and China. 

In a statement to the Jordanian 
News Aency. Petra. Mr. Rui hai- 
led the existing cooperation and 
the relations of friendship linking 
the two countries and expressed 
his hope to strengthen these rel- 
ations through exchanging visits 
between the two countries' off- 
icials and through coordination of 
the two countries' stands in int- 


ernational forums. 

The guest minister was met 
upon his arrival at the airport by 
Mr. Nabulsi. the ministry's 
Under-Secretary Aw ad A1 Tal 
and Chinese ambassador in 
Amman Huang Shixic. 

Mr. Nabulsi said that existing 
Jordanian-Chinese cooperation in 
the field of housing and general 
construction projects is one of the 
fruits of the dose ties linking the 
two countries. During his meeting 
with Mr. Rui. Mr. Nabulsi added 
that this cooperation took shape 
practically in the Abu Nseir hou- 
sing project and in the con- 
struction of the Irbid sports city. 
Mr. Rui said that his country con- 
siders Jordan as one of its pro- 
minent friends and said that they 
look forward to expanding the

Customs officers outwit truck drivers 


Authorities seize 
cigarettes smuggled 
in gasoline tanks 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Anti-smuggling patrols have con- 
fiscated a large quantity of foreign cigarettes hidden 
in gasoline tanks of trucks operating on Jordan’s 
external routes, according to sources at the Customs 
Department. 


The sources said that each gas- 
oline tank had been 'adapted* to 
carry 150 large cartons of Mar- 
lboro cigarettes. 

The sources added that the 
trucks, whose number plates were 
not revealed, were impounded on 
orders from Customs Department 
Director General Adel Oudah. 

The sources said that the cus- 
toms patrols had found smuggled 
cigarettes being sold in the market 
and after investigations they est- 
ablished that the vendors received 
the contraband cigarettes from 
truck drivers working on external 
routes. 


A preliminary follow up and 
investigation retrieved a lew car- 
tons of smuggled cigarettes, but 
when the trucks were brought to 
the department lor thorough sea- 
rch cigarettes were tound in oil 
tanks and inside seat which had 
had the stuffing removed. 

The sources added that anti- 
smuggling squads of the Customs 
Department some time ago dis- 
covered a quantity of gold being 
smuggled in Pepsi Cola cans, with 
each can containing 34 small pie- 
ces. The gold smugglers retrieved 
the gold after paying customs dut- 
ies and fines. 


IDB agrees to assist 
sixth education project 


AMMAN (Petra) — A pre- 
liminary agreement was reached 
Wednesday between Jordan and 
the Jeddah-based Islamic Dev- 
elopment Bank (IDB) under 
which the IDB will cover pan of 
the expenses of setting up 16 sec- 
ondary schools in Amman. 

Sources told the Jordanian 
News Agency, Petra, that the sixth 
educational project includes con- 
structing and providing school fac- 
ilities for 31 preparatory schools 
and 1 6 secondary schools, as well 
as developing new laboratories, 
large halls for vocational training 
and school libraries. 


The source added that the cost 
of these projects is expected to 
reach a total of S 1 22 billion, out of 
which S40 million will be covered 
by the World Bank. 

The IDB delegation also con- 
ducted series of talks which cen- 
tred on financing a number of 
development projects currently 
under construction including the 
primary housing project for Yar- 
mouk University for both staff and 
students which will cost JD 28 mil- 
lion. 

Representatives of the IDB left 
Amman Wednesday, at the end of 
a visit to Jordan which lasted sev- 
eral days.

Secret missions: 


THE U.S. has a new amb- 
assador to the U.N. He is Col- 
onel Vernon Walters. But the 
mililajy title should not make 
one think he is a military man. 
He has for many years been a 
diplomat specialising in secret 
diplomacy. He went on many 
secret missioos always at the 
command of whoever was pre- 
sident. The last mission we 
know- of was to Havana in 1932 
to meet with Fidel Castro. 

He speaks eight languages, 
of which Russian is one. He is 
most fluent in Spanish and Por- 
tuguese and so we can expect 
that Latin America will be a 
key concern of his. But in tal- 
king to reporters — which he 
never did very much — he 
commented that he had always 
stayed clear of Middle Eastern 
politics, and implied he would 


continue to do ‘so- 

Since Vernon Walters is such 
an experienced diplomat, we 
can presume that he did not 
choose his words lightly. Con- 
sider his predecessor. Jeane 

Kirkpatrick. She was bla- 
ntantly pro-IsraeL and sur- 
rounded herself with pro- 
Zionists. 

So Col. Walters would seem 
to be saying his views on the 
Middle East are blank and he 
intends to leave them that way. 

Does that make any dif- 
ference? A little bit. The pos- 
ition of U.S. ambassador to the 
U.N. was always mainly pro- 
pagandistic. In fact, the entire 
U.N. is one vast forum for pro- 
paganda. Few people are swa- 
yed by propaganda any more, 
but the kind of propaganda a 
county engages in can reflect

policy views of its government. 

The appointment of Col. 
Walters to succeed Mrs. Kir- 
■ kpatrick can be interpreted as a 
shift away from the strong 
pro-Israeli views that prevailed 
in Washington when Mr. Rea- 
gan first came into office in 
1981. 

The shift... painfully slow 
and even illusory as it must 
appear to many Arabs... is nev- 
ertheless real. The Reagan 
administration made a historic 
turn in attitude at the time of 
the Israeli siege of west Beirut. 
The Israelis were prepared to 
level west Beirut to the ground 
and annihilate the PLO. Was- 
hington could easily have all- 
owed it to happen. But it did 
not. Why not? 

As in the late 1960's. Was- 


hington feared that if the Isr- 
aelis has achieved their goal, 
the rest of the Arab World 
would once again have swung 
towards the Soviet Union, or 
fallen to revolutionary waves, 
or disintergrated into internal 
strife all of which Washington 
would have seen as dangerous 
to U.S. interests. 

Mr. Reagan himself, though 
pressured by pro-Zionists, fin- 
ally realised the U.S. could not 
afford to lose the Arabs. 
From that time on. the Reagan 
administration had been inc- 
hing away from Israel, and Isr- 
ael had been using every trick it 
can find to slow down the drift. 

But what does it matter that 
the U.S. is drifting away from 
Israel? CoL Walters, in that 
same press interview, said he 
saw no solution to the Middle

Eastern dilemma. Congress is 
getting ready to heap vast new 
sums of money on Israel. The 
killing goes on in Lebanon. 
Palestinians continue to be 
oppressed in Palestine. 

In the world of diplomacy 
what counts is relations among 
governments. In 1981. pro- 
Zionists sought to' push Mr. 
Reagan into a policy which 
would have made Israel the 
chief U.S. ally in the Middle 
East and sought to split the 
Arab nations into “friendlies" 
and “ho stiles.”

Such unity would enc- 
ourage the cautious Reagan to 
go one or two or three steps 
further to terminate the 
strangle-hold Israel for so long 
has had on U.S. policies and

Two Geneva lines, 


THE UNITED Nations Relief and Works Agency (UNRWA) 
has just said that it plans no immediate cuts in its services to 
Palestinian refugees. But. expressing itself in the words of 
UNRWA Commissioner General Olof Rydbeck, the agency 
cautioned that it may be forced to do so if it fails to offset its 
1985 budget deficit before May of this year. However, there 
were encouraging signs in Mr. Ryd beck’s statements before a 
press conference here on Monday. He said that contacts by 
UNRWA with foreign nations, especially the European Com- 
munity, to raise more contributions are underway, and be said 
that he was optimistic that the agency’s envoys will come away 
with increased contributions to help it pursue its humanitarian 
mission in the Middle East. Mr. Rydbeck also said that the 
stand of both Jordan and the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (PLO) vis-a-vis UNRWA and its operations, was 
helpful and deeply appreciated. Both have supported the age- 
ncy to seek further contributions and are, helping UNRWA’s 
role in this respect, according to the commissioner general. 

In the past, deficits in UNRWA’s budgets — very big in some 
cases — did not deal the agency a blow strong enough to force it 
to reduce its services to the Palestinian refugees. UNRWA — 
now faced with a deficit of $27 million — had been successful in 
the past in securing sufficient funds to keep its operations 
going. We appreciate what UNRWA has been doing to reduce 
its expenses in order to meet urgent and more important needs. 
But to think of reducing the volume of services as Mr. Rydbeck 
had suggested would be most unfortunate. We are pleased to 
learn that educational services will be the least affected and the 
last to be cut as this would mean laying off great numbers of 
teachers and closing some of UNRWA's schools. Such a move 
would obviously harm Jordan and the Palestinians at a time 
when the country is receiving .shrinking financial aid from 
richer Arab states, and when unemployment has been eme- 
rging in the country as a serious and most disturbing fact. We 
most sincerely hope that Rydbeck will employ the most suc- 
cessful and positive of methods in dealing with the present 
crisis, and so ensure a continuation of UNRWA’s hum- 
anitarian mission until a lasting settlement for the Palestinian 
problem has been found.

As we witness continued Israeli acts of aggression on our nation, 
we look towards the Soviet Union for assistance in fending off this 
danger. We also share with the Soviet peopie their sorrow and grief 
on the death of President Chernenko and hope that the Soviet people 
will achieve more progress and prosperity under its new leadership. 

Al Diistour: New smelling gesture 

THE UNITED States used its veto at the U.N. Security Council 
Tuesday to kill a Lebanese resolution condemning Israeli criminal 
practices in South Lebanon. The veto and continued U.S. support 
and help to Israel in its aggression on the Arab countries came as no 
surprise, since Washington has always been backing Israel in its 
criminal actions against the Arab people. 

The United States resorted to the *eto to prevent the world com- 
munity from condemning Israel* s actions against Lebanon, at a time 
when it realises that the whole world has realised the true nature of 
the Zionists and their criminal actions against the innocent civilian 
population.

WASH INGTON — U.S. Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger is 
serious about his announced cra- 
ckdown on alleged fraud by major 
arms makers but some firms may 
be too vital to America's security 
to take on. military analysts say. 

Mr. Weinbergers uphill effort 
to win another big increa& in arms 
spending from Congress* at a time 
of record federal budget deficits 
has been hurt by disclosures of 
huge overcharging for items ran- 
ging from hammers to toilet seats. 

Now his credibility has been 
dealt a further setback by dis- 
closures that defence contractors 
are billing the government for 
wbat they call “overhead” costs 
such as country club dues and pol- 
itical donations. 

Mr. Weinberger said this week 
he was freezing $40 million in 
payments to General Dynamics, 
the biggest U.S. military con- 
tractor. for costs related indirectly 
to weapons production while he 
looks into possible improper bil- 
lings. 


He also said he had asked the 
Justice Department to look into 
possible criminal violations by the 
firm's executives. 

Bui if General Dynamics is 
found guilty of wrongdoing. Def- 
ence Department and private ana- 
lysts say. Mr. Weinberger can do 
little beyond “wrist-slapping”. 

The firm is the sole supplier of 
vital items such as Ml Abrams 
: tanks and Trident nuclear sub- 
marines aqd the Pentagon needs 
it. they told Reuters. 

The toughest penalty the Pen- 
tagon can impose on one of its 
contractors is suspension or deb- 
arment — forbidding it to do any 
more business with the Defence 
Department. 

The Pentagon last year sus- 
pended or debarred 454 firms, up 
from 31 7 the year before and 78 
four years ago. 

But the military analysts said 
debarment would be a drastic step 
to take against a major defence 
firm even if it were found to be 
grossly defrauding the gov- 
ernment. 

Asking where else the Pentagon 
could get tanks and nuclear sub- 


marines. they said debarment 
could hurt U.S. security as much 
as the firm. 

They say General Dynamics 
made billings last year of $7.2 bil- 
lion for arms from missiles to fig- 
hter planes and submarines. 

Mr. Weinberger’s action fol- 
lowed a congressional hearing 
which included testimony that 
General Dynamics had billed the 
Pentagon for “overhead” costs 
such as corporate entertainment' 
and personal expenses. ' 

These included boarding an 
executive’s dog, country club dues 
and golfing weekends. 

“We found the General Dyn- 
amics testimony was nauseating,” 
Pentagon Spokesman Michael 
Burch said, adding that “some of 
the claims that were made were 
preposterous and completely out 
of fine and in no wav benefited 
national security.” 

General Dynamics issued a sta- 
tement saying it believed it would 
be able to satisfy the Pentagon’s 
concerns and would withdraw all 
claims found not to be "bona 
fide”. 

Mr. Weinberger, in announcing 



whar Mr. Burch later termed a 
“get tough” policy, said the probe 
of claims for overheads by other 
arms makers would also come 
under department scrutiny. 

Earlier in the week the Boeing 
company, a major manufacturer 
of planes, missiles and electronic 
equipment, halved a claim to the 
Pentagon of $I26;000 for con- 
tributions it made to political can- 
didates. 

“We’ll see if the auditors accept 
that.” Mr. Burch said. 


West expects tough rows on space in Geneva

LONDON — The Soviet Union 
has set a precedent which Western 
diplomats hope will help towards 
progress in nuclear and space talks 
opening this week. 

Diplomats expect the sup- 
erpower talks in Geneva to be 
long and gruelling, with space def- 
ences an especially difficult issue. 
But they are encouraged that 
Moscow has agreed to let int- 
ernational inspectors into its ter- 
ritory to check civil nuclear plants. 

The Kremlin had hinted before 
that it might accept foreign ins- 
pectors to help monitor com- 
pliance with arms accords, but this 
is the first time it has actually given 
permission for a programme of 
on-site inspections. 

Moscow said last month it would 
allow the U.N. International 
Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) 
to check certain power plants to 
verify that nuclear fuel is not being 
diverted for weapons — a pro- 
cedure the Kremlin had shunned 
since the global nuclear Non- 
Proliferation Treaty (NPT) was 
signed in 1968. 

Safeguards against cheating on 
arms pacts will be a thorny pro- 
blem in the Geneva talks. Soviet 
resistance to Western proposals 
for inspections has been a sticking 
point in East-West negotiations 
for 30 years. 

But Western diplomats and pri- 
vate analysts say Moscow’s acc- 
eptance of the principle of ins- 
pections has potentially important 
implications for Geneva, even 
though the Soviet government has 
not said publicly how many of its 3 
nuclear installations it will open 
up. 

“The Soviet decision provides a 
precedent and is a very big adv- 
ance.” said Professor John Eri- 
ckson of the University of Edi- 
nburgh. one of Britain’s leading, 
experts on the Kremlin. 


U.S. negotiators are now in a 
stronger position to press for ins- 
pections of nuclear weapons sto- 
ckpiles. a British diplomat who 
specialises ia arms control said in 
an interview. 

He said the Soviet decision was 
like the thin end of a wedge but 
prying open the door to workable 
agreements would be a difficult 
task, given Moscow's long history 
of military secrecy. 

Some Western arms control ana- 
lysts question the decision's rel- 
evance for Geneva and view it as 
image-polishing prior to a Sep- 
tember conference at which the 
NPTs 120 signatories will review 
the treaty's effectiveness. 

Britain and the United States 
have long since agreed to on-sice 
inspections for industrial nuclear 
plants. 

Analysts with a more hopeful 
interpretation point out that Mos- 
cow-' s decision was in line with ear- 
lier Soviet suggestions that ins- 
pectors might be allowed in cer- 
tain situations. 

Moscow has said it might permit 
inspectors at checkpoints to mon- 
itor troop withdrawals from cen- 
tral Europe if they are agreed at 
the 19-nation Vienna force red- 
uction talks. 

At the 40-narion disarmament 
conference in Geneva, the Kre- 
mlin has said it is ready to sign a 
convention banning chemical 
weapons which includes limited 

on-site verification — a “cha- 
llenge'’ system of inspections if 
cheating is suspected. 

Georgy Arbatov, a high Soviet 
officiaL joined 1 5 other members 
of an Independent Commission on 
Disarmament which in 1982 acc- 
epted the idea of on-site ver- 
ification in general terms. 

Western diplomats are unsure 
how seriously to take these Kre- 
mlin hints. More often. Moscow 
has insisted that spy satellites, sen- 
sors and radars operated by each 
countrv are sufficient monitors. 


Satellites, which can pick out 
very small objects on the ground, 
have been used to police the 
SALT-1 and the unrarified 
SALT-2 U.S.-Soviet Strategic 
Arms Limitation Treaties. 

But President Reagan has said 
SALT-2 — which boLh sup- 
erpowers say they are abiding by 
— was “fatally flawed” because it 
lacked provisions for checks oo 
the ground. 

Satellites do have their limits. 
They are unable to tell, for ins- 
tance, whether small, pilotless cru- 
ise missiles are carrying nuclear or 
conventional warheads. 

Nor can they detect cruises tuc- 
ked away inside ships. 

Human inspectors could help 
plug some monitoring gaps. 

But there are limits to what 
human and automated policing 
could achieve, as shown by Mr. 


Reagan's Strategic Defence Ini- 
tiative (SDI) — now in the res- 
earch stage — aimed at creating a 
space -based shield against nuc- 
lear missiles. 

SDI is on the table in Geneva, 
but Washington says it will not 
agree to limits on space weapons 
research, in part because it would 
be impossible to monitor what 
goes on behind closed laboratory 
doors. Moscow insists that pro- 
gress on cutting nuclear arms will 
only be possible if SDI is scrapped. 

Some Western analysts argue 
that, due to inherent limits on the 
potential to pin down cheating, 
the susperpowers should not dem- 
and absolute safeguards. Former 
British Prime Minister James Cal- . 
laghan called recendy for “a var- 
iable percentage of trust in each 
other's intentions.” 


will they converge?

THE NEARER the date when the 
new Soviet- American talks on 
nuclear and space arms were to 
begin, the more noticeable has 
become the demarcation of social 

forces coming out in support of the 

delineated lines of the sides. Mor- 
eover. the polarisation is taking 
place both nationally and on a 
world scale, leaving no one ind- 
ifferent anywhere. 

This process attests to a rea- 
lisation of the global significance 
of the forthcoming dialogue. First 
of all. both sides are going to speak 
not only on their own behalf and 
— at least the Soviet Union — not 
only in narrow national interests. 
Both sides have the backing of 
their allies with whom all the basic 
arms and positions are being agr- 
eed upon for the talks. But. apart 
from that, the understanding of 
the major influence of this dia- 
logue on the fate of all mankind 
attracts to it the close attention of 
the world's nations and causes 
their wish to assist as much as they 
can such a holding of the talks as 
the absolute majority of people 
would like to see, the achievement 
of the aims enunciated in the joint 
• statement. 

To recall: The sides agreed that 
the topic of discussion would be a 
set of questions relating to space 
and nuclear arms, both strategic 
and medium-range, and that afl 
these questions would be exa- 
mined and solved as one package. 
The talks would seek to work out 
effective agreements directed at 
preventing an arms race in space 
and discontinuing that on earth, to 
limiting and reducing nuclear 
arms and to fortifying strategic 
stability. 

Invisibly present behind the 
delegations sitting in Geneva will 
be masses of people belonging to 
different nationalities, religions, 
walks of life, sex and age. It is their 
representatives — concerned sci- 
entists. doctors, cultural figures, 
working people and college and 
even school students — that are 
holding demonstrations, issuing 
declarations and writing letters to 
the heads of the states engaged in 
the dialogue. And this is not to be 
wondered at, as they all associate 
their hopes for the future, indeed 
for their very survivaL with the 
success of these talks. 

Yet in the tight of recent events 
and the speeches by U.S. Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan and his clo- 
sest associates, the world public is 
increasingly beginning to see that 
considerable divergences exist in 
the approach of the two powers to 
the issues to be discussed. The 
Soviet tine has been one of a con- 
tinued and firm struggle to ter- 
minate the arms race and promote 
disarmament through ‘freezing 
limiting and reducing the present 
military arsenals, especially those 
of nuclear arms, and averting the 
extension of this race to outer 
space. 


The other, U.S. line, expressed 
in the formula “to arm in order to 
disarm,” is actually aimed at car- 
rying on the race, including the 
opening of its new. outer space 
channel. 

And whereas vast masses of 
people who are defending their 
most important right, the right to 
life, support the first line of real 
disarmament, the American line, 
which infringes upon this right, is 
only being backed by org- 
anisations such as the Committee 
on the Present Danger and the 
m Hilar y- industrial complex lob- 
byists within the country, and out- 
side it by revanchist elements in 
West Germany and Japan and by 
their anti-Soviet and anti-socialist 
counterparts elsewhere. 

Over the past four years of work 
in accordance with the Soviet 
Peace Programme, the USSR has 
been most loyal to the foreign- 
policy platform worked out by the 
26th Communist Party Congress 
for the 1980s. Remaining per- 
.tinent in all its parts, provisions 
and suggestions, this programme 
has as its core the curbing of the 
arms race, the prevention of nuc- 
lear war and the reinforcement of 
peace and international security. 

Over the last five-year period, 
two conventions of the U.S. Rep^ 
ublican Party have taken place. 
Dominant at them, also in a con- 
sistent way, was only one general 
line, the line of consolidating the 
offensive military power of the 
USA. maintaining the position of 
strength and counting on the ach- 
ievement of military superiority 
over the USSR. 

The illusoriness of such an int- 
ention has been authoritatively 
pointed out on more than one occ- 
asion. “The Soviet Union has 
been consistently coming out aga- 
inst all attempts to upset the exi- 
sting military balance. We are for 
a drastic cut in the armouries of 
nuclear and conventional wea- 
pons on the basis of parity and 
equal security, for general and 
complete disarmament and for the 
liquidation of nuclear arms”. 
The late head of the Soviet state 
Konstantin Chernenko once a gain 
confirmed this stand of the USSR 
in his replies to the leaders of Arg- 
entina's movement “The Appeal 
of 100 in the Name of Life.” 

At the same time, the USSR is 
sharply critical of distortions of 
the understanding fixed in the 
joint communique on talks, of 
everything that can hinder dia- 
logue and the attainment of mut- 
ually acceptable agreements-

AS A GROWING girl, Widad 
Irani was thrilled by a present 
she received from a ne ighb our 
in Bethlehem : a complete 
woman's traditional costume 
of that town.

Although her collection now 
includes items that fully rep- 
resent all the areas in the West 
and East Banks, (“a bit weak in 
North Palestine,'’ she admits} 
Widad is still kept busy, mainly 
i as a source of information. She 
is currently writing a book in 
the form of a catalogue “to 
help people identify what they 
have and to render some inf- 
ormation.”

To authenticate her work,

; “I have been working with 
them on the subject since 1967, 
collecting and verifying inf- 
i ormation,” she explained to 
the reporter. Widad attributes 
her grasp of the scientific met- 
hod of interviewing for col- 
lecting information to her work, 
with Sbelagh Weir of the Bri- 
tish Museum, who published 
the booklet “Palestine emb- 
roidery”. 

A re presen tave part of the 
collection has already been 
documented, “but there is 
much more to be done,” moa- 
ned Widad.”

Another current pre- 
; occupation of Widatfs is fin- 
ding ways of preserving and 
' maintaining the items she pos- ■ 
sesses. At the moment, they 
are mostly stacked on shelves 
in her basement, A filing cab-; " 
inet and a desk in the same ‘ 
room comprise her office. “ I 
have been' in touch with world 
museums trying to find ways of 
preventing decay,” she said, 
adding that she had offered to 
give costumes on loan to mus- 
eums. “This will assure good 
maintenance as well as acq- 
; ^ uaint people with the items," 
she explained. Widad was sur- 
prised that the first response to 
.her offer should come from 
East Germany. Other acc- 
eptances followed from Lon- 
don and Paris. 

Museums also often contact 
her about pieces they already 
have, asking her to identify 
them. “I bring back to life a 
dead costume thrown in their 
basement,” she said with a 
sense of achievement. 

Locally, however, Widad 
does not intend to use her dre- 
sses in fashion shows as she 
used to, to raise funds for cha- 
rity. Although a loss to the 
S general public, she is forced to 
stop that to preserve the pieces. 

Nevertheless, with 'the help 
of museums. 55 complete att- 
ires have been chosen to rep- 
resent the collection and sent 
abroad to be exhibited. They 
have already been shown in 
Kuwait. Beirut, London and 
Vienna. A major disappo- 
intment that Widad exp- 
erienced last year was the last

minute cancellation of an exh- 
•- iblt planned for last June in the 
Textile Museum in Was- 
hington, arranged for by the 
Jordan Society. She had pre- 
pared for it all last year until h 
was dropped for “lack of- 
funds.” 

. Widad has been involved in 
many publications on the sub- 
ject in Arab and foreign mag- 
azines in the form of interviews 
or contributions. But the most 
striking by far in colour and 
expanse is a hard cover volume 
on Palestinian embroidery 
produced by a big Japanese 
publishing house. The book is 
one of a series aiming to int- 
roduce Arab culture to the 
Japanese. The issue consists 
mainly of excellent rep- 
roductions of the traditional 
embroidery adorning the dre- 
sses in Widad 1 s collection with 
brief commentary in Japanese. 
The book also runs com- 
mentary in English which is 
Widacfs contribution. Mpsjt. ... 
appropriately, the work: is em- . 
ided: “Costumes Dyed by the’ 
Sun.” 

One disappointing and often 
infuriating aspect that Widad 
has been experiencing, esp- 
ecially in the Arabic press, is 
the lack of acknowledgement 
of her material and its mis-' 
presentation out of context. 
For example, one issue of the 
womens” magazine “Say- 
edari” published uncredfred 
photographs of two head dre- 
sses from Widad* s collection of 
the Ram all ah area used to ill- 
ustrate an article on the silver 
•industry in Tunis. Another 
magazine, AL- DOHA — run- 
ning an article, entitled “Thi- 
eves of Heritage”, has used 
nine photographs of her cos- 
tumes, again all without att- 
ributions. WidafFs latest and 
most substantial acquisition in 
this line is a large volume ent- 
’ itled: Costumes and Customs 
From The Arab World. She 
stumbled on the book, costing 
JD 33, at one Amman boo- 
kshop only to find out while 
leafing through it that scores of 
pictures of jewelry, weaving 
and costumes were from her 
own collection and from She- 
lagh Weir’s book “The Bed- 
ouin”. Once more: no ack- 
nowledgement and wrong inf- 
ormation. 

Widad started working on 


her collection in full force only 
after the 1967 war. when, the 
now refugee peasant women of 
the occupied West Bank were 
selling their costumes right and 
left. “Until then. I had felt that 
1 could go to that area any time, 
and now it was all scattered. I 
felt the urgent need to make a 
collection when the styles were 
still genuine and not affected 
by other factors." she exp-, 
ounded. pointing out that the 
post-67 war era brought a camp' 
culture rather than a town or 
village identity. 

Academic value 

Although the commercial 
value of her collection is great, 
its worth as a source of inf- 
ormation for anthropology, 
economics and culture is per- 
haps more important. While 
collecting the items, Widad 
carried out extensive int- 
• erviews concentrating more on 
.ihe older, women, some of . 
whom are now'dead. S^e asked J 
questions to find out about the 
bride’s trousseau: where the 
pieces were bought, how much 
they cost, who embroidered, 
who helped, where the fabric 
was woven, what kind of dyes 
were used, the names of the 
patterns, where the accessories 
were bought, who made them, 
when all this was worn for the 
first time, and how often it was 
worn after that. She also inq- 
uired about the motbei’s and 
mother-in-law’s costumes, 
which took her back to the 
lSOOs. 

Widad- also gathered inf- 
ormation about the occasions 
when these dresses were worn, 
such as the wedding pro- 
cedures, and entertainment, 
including the food. She learnt 
for example that one dish was 
made for the couple to eat 
alone in their room. 

One aspect that kept eme- 
rging throughout the inv- 
estigations and that impressed 
Widad tremendously was the 
peasant woman’s high standard 
of craftsmanship, colour and 
taste although she bad a heavy 
burden of work. Furthermore, 
for her aU this information 
underlined one fact: These 
peasants bad a deeply-rooted 
and rich heritage that existed 
for centuries in their villages. 
Widad pointed out that the 


dress with all its accessories 
formed a kind of passport or 
identity with one's own town or 
village, thus serving as a nat- 
ional factor. All this money 
spent on clothing was. besides, 
a high indicator of the peasant 
woman's importance and 
worth in society. “Everybody 
in the family clearly needs 
her ” Widad asserted. 

Eventually, another major 
revelation dawned from the 
gathered facts. It was the sim- 
ilarities in heritage between all 
the Arab countries in general, 
and, more particularly, bet-* 
ween the East and West Banks. 
Betides the common customs, 
habits, and ways of life, the 
dresses themselves bear great 
resemblance to each other. For 
example, the “shursh”, a dress 
made of black fabric with white 
embroidery. Similarly, a cos- 
tume with the likeness of that 
worn in Ma' an shares the same 
colours and fabric in its dress- 
green and red rilk-with Lifta in 
the Jerusalem area. Fur- 
thermore. the Salti dress-very 
long and worn in many folds- is 
also common to the Jordan 
Valley and Jericho. 

The same closeness appeared 
'in the silver jewelry as was the 
case with Hebron and Karak. 
which share the “qirdan” — 
one big necklace made of small 
pieces. “Until recently, I had 
been working on the dif- 
ferences.” saysWidad,“but this 
stimulates me to work on 
com mon factors.” 

*TT is this later inclination that 
led Widad to seek other Arab 
collectors of cultural items. 
They all also seem to share the 
same feelings of isolation and 
lack of backing from org- 
anisations or governments. 
■‘We have been used but not 
protected.” protested Widad 
referringto an incident where a 
suitcase of hers containing five 
complete costumes was lost at 
an official department, never 
to be accounted or com- 
pensated for. 

So, Widad has yet another 
channel to follow in her pur- 
suits in the field of heritage and 
culture, triggered by that one 
dress long ago in Bethlehem. 
As she sees it at the moment, it 
will be a collector’s conference 
involving her already- 
established contacts in Kuwait. 
Egypt, Iraq and Lebanon “to 



exchange ideas, publications, 
get to know each other, share 
and get out of this isolation.” 

Rich personal history 

Most of Widad* s childhood 
was spent in Jerusalem, where 
she was born, Bethlehem, 
where her father. JaJii Irani, 
was inspector of reformatory 
schools, and Ramallah, where 
she was a boarding student at 
the Friends School. At sev- 
enteen. she joined the Beirut 
University College (BUC) 
(known then as the Beirut Col- 
lege for Women) where she 
majored in education and Arab 
history. She then moved on to 
the American University of 
Beirut (AUB) to do graduate 
work, finishing in 1955, 43 
years after her father gra- 
duated from there. He is the 
oldest AUB alumnus in Jor- 
dan. 

A brief teaching career 
ended with her marriage in 
1956 to Kamel Kawar, who 
brought her to Amman, where 
she has lived ever since with the 
exception of two years which 
the family spent in the United 
States. The husband was to 
pursue his studies there, and 
Widad grabbed the opp- 
ortunity to do some studying 
herself attending courses in 
home economics and ant- 
hropology at Arizona Uni- 
versity. not deterred by two 
infant daughters at the time. 

With all her children now

TORSMINDE, Denmark — 
Weather permitting, divers will 
soon begin fresh explorations of 
Admiral Horatio Nelson's fla- 
gship. the St. George, wrecked off 
the coast of Jutland 1 73 years ago. 

The British hero's vessel lies in 
30 feet of water in the North Sea. 
Hampered by winds and high seas, 
a 12-m ember team of divers, con- 
servationists and marine experts 
from the Danish National Mus- 
eum could explore the wreck for 
only 14 days last summer. 

But they retrieved over 2,000 
artefacts from the lower decks. 
Michael Teisen, a Danish his- 
torian in charge of the project, 
says these give a better picture 
than before of the life and running 
of a major warship in the early 
19th century. 

When completed in 1785, the 
St. George was a 145-foot long. 
1.980-tonne. 98-gun vessel. Only 
three of its six original decks are 
more or less intact today. 

It was similar in design, though 
smaller, to HMS Victory, -on 
which Admiral Nelsoo died in 
1805 during his defeat of the 
French and Spanish fleets at the 
battle of Trafalgar. 

The St. George was A dm. Nel- 
son's flagship just prior to Bri- 
tain’s victory over the Danes at the 
battle of Copenhagen in 1801. It 
was later used in the Baltic to esc- 
ort convoys cajrying timber, flax 
and tar to Britain during the Nap- 
oleonic wars. 

On Dec. 24. 1811, acc- 


ompanying a 120-ship convoy on 
a crossing from Gothenburg, 
Sweden, to Britain, the St. Geo- 
rge and its escort ship. The Def- 
ence, ran aground off this fishing 
hamlet in a storm. 

Of approximately 1 .400 men on 
board the two vessels, only 1 8 sur- 
vived. 

Although bells, cannon and an 
anchor were salvaged from the 
ships in the 1870s, it was not until 
the 1970s that local divers began 
to take a serious interest in the 
sand-covered hulk of the St. Geo- 
rge. Nothing was left of the def- 
ence. 

A thorough charting of the 
wreck was carried out by the Dan- 
ish National Museum, which res- 
ulted in the discovery rwo years 
agp of a wealth of important art- 
efacts. prompting last year’s first 
major exploration of the St. Geo- 
rge. 

The haul from the last dive is 
impressive. Some 250 wine bottles 
were recovered, many of them still 
corked, the contents putrid and 
undrinkable after 173 years of 
immersion. 

Over 100 pounds of glass fra- 
gments were also lifted from the 
wreck, as well as many wine gla- 
sses, jugs, vases, jars, pots, bowls, 
teapots, lids and plates in near per- 
fect condition. 

Stoneware containers and rec- 
eptacles were found in abundance, 
as were candlesticks, sailorY but- 
tons and buckles, musket balls, 
pipe bowls and shaving brushes, 
the bristles long since eroded 
away.

CAIRO (R) — National of Egypt meet Tunisia's 
Marsa here on Friday in an African Cup- Winners' 
Cup encounter which may see striker Mahmoud 
Al-Khateib, rated Egypt’s top player, back on the 
pitch after prolonged injury. 


National the cup holders, beat 
Marsa 1-0 in the first leg nearly 
two weeks ago. but manager 
Mahmoud Al- Sayess called that 
result a shaky start to his I9S5 
African campaign. 

He told Reuters the 'Demons in 
Red', as fans call National, lost the 
initiative at the start and only par- 
tly regained it after the interval. 

“I think my players took the 
Tunisians lightly, letting them thr- 
eaten our goal on several occ- 
asions,' 1 he said. 

The lone goal came from a pen- 
alty by midfielder Magdi Abdul- 
Ghani in the dying minutes. 

Sayess said veteran striker Kha- 


teib. 30, laid off by a neck injury 
since December, might make a 
comeback on Friday, but ruled 
him out as a starter. 

"I would send him on in the 
'Second-half if things go well in the 
first half, like a 2-0 score by hal- 
ftime,” he said. 

The injury of Khateib, a fixture 
■in Egypt's national side for nearly 
a decade, goes back to the Los 
Angeles Olympic soccer tou- 
rnament and recurred last Dec- 
ember despite treatment. 

Khateib. a master of ball- 
control who can steal a match if 
left unwatched, would add to pre- 
ssure on Marsa. 


But Sayess said Khateib would 
be best advised to play it safe and 
would certainly avoid heading. 

Apart from Khateib, Sayess has 
more in store for Marsa whose off- 
icials, according to local press rep- 
orts. are saying they will end_ Nat- 
ional's successful run in Africa. 


He said 24-year-old striker 
Alaa Maihoub is at peak form and 

his performances in recent mat- 
ches show him on the way to Afr- 
ican stardom. 

Maihoub. an opportunist who 
unleashes drives which belie his 
small stature, has recently started 
playing for Egypt and seems to be 
digging in as a starter. 


Sayess also has the enviable task 
of deciding who to leave out at 
goal with all his three int- 
ernational goalkeepers. Ahmed 
Shoubir. Thabet Al-Baial and 
Ekrami Shahat. fir to play. 


United topples Tottenham 


LONDON (R) — Manchester 
United boosted their English First 
Division Soccer Championship 
hopes when they beat title rivals 
Tottenham 2-1 away Tuesday 
night. 

United stay third but their win 
lifted them to within four points of 
leaders Everton. who have played 
two matches fewer and have one 
game in hand over second-placed 
Tottenham, two points behind. 

Welsh striker Mark Hughes 
fired United ahead after 23 min- 
utes but the Manchester club, cha-

Brazilian head-coach Evaristo 
Macedo said Wednesday he was 
highly satisfied with the current 
crop of players m the national lea- 
gue tournament but hardly knew 
bow those playing abroad were 
performing. 

“To call players from overseas I 
would need to watch them play 
more than once to see if they are in 
better condition than our players 
here." he said. “The fact that they 
are considered superstars does not 
give Zico, Falcao, Socrates, Junior 
or anyone else special privileges.’' 

Zico may have to be left out 
unless Udinese allow him to report 
here by mid-April, said Macedo. 
He is due to name Brazil's squad 


on April 14 and players must rep- 
ort for training the next day. Zico 
said here last week the club would 
not let kirn go before May 7. 

Falcao. Roma's midfielder rec- 
overing in Campinas from knee 
surgery, would be welcome in the 
team but it was unclear if he would 
be fit by mid-April or whether 
Roma would release him m time. 
Macedo added. 

The head-coach nevertheless 
voiced confidence his team would 
not suffer from the absence of 
Brazil's major footballers. 

"■Our crop of players is exc- 
ellent. It would be absurd to say 
I didn't find 22 good players cap- 
able of forming a strong squad.” 
he said. 


The Brazilians will play their 
qualifying matches against Bolivia 
and Paraguay in June. 


Navratilova beats Durie 


DALLAS. Texas ( AP) — Martina 
Navratilova of the United States 
used her old attacking game to 
defeat Jo Durie of England 6-1, 
6-3 Tuesday oight in the first 
round of the $150,000 Virginia 
Slims of Dallas tennis tournament. 

No. 2 seed Christ Evert Lloyd 
defeated fellow American Kathy 
Horvath 7-6. 6-0 in a late-night 
first-round singles match. Hor- 
vath had a 6-5 advantage in the 
first set. but Evert Lloyd broke 
serve to even the set at 6-6. 

Even Lloyd won the tie- 
breaker. 7-2. and was not thr- 
eatened thereafter. 

Navratilova, sporting a new set 
of eyeglasses, needed only 19 
minutes to win the first set from 
Durie, who double-faulted twice 
to drop here first service game. 
Durie played stronger in the sec- 
ond set, breaking service to even 
the set at 3-all when Navratilova 
double-faulted twice. 

The No. 1 seed won the next 
three games to finish the match in 
67 minutes. 

Navratilova said she ordered 
the glasses because “I definitely 
had a hard time seeing.'* 

She said, “ I was mis-hitting a lot 
of balls. 1 was having a hard time 
with the light indoors, but nobody 
else was. As soon as I tried the 
glasses, right away it was much 
better. I tried contact lenses, but 


so far. no success."

But Larry Holmes has indicated 
his world heavyweight tide def- 
ence against little-known David 
Bey on Friday night may not be his 
farewell after aiL 

After working out for perhaps 
the last time in his 13-year pro- 
fessional career, the unbeaten 
Holmes said be would formally, 
announce his retirement on June 
9, seven years to the day after he 
won the World Boxing Council 
(WBC) heavyweight title. 

But Holmes, who holds the Int- 
ernational Boxing Federation 
(IBF) title and is generally reg- 
arded as the ‘people's champion*, 
said he would reconsider retiring if 
he were guaranteed multi-million 
dollar purses to fight Gerry Coo- 
ney or undisputed light- 
heavyweight champion Michael 
Spinks. 

‘Til fight Cooney for $25 mil- 
lion and Spinks for three or four 
million. But if there are no offers 
by June 9. that’s it.” the 35- 
year-old, unbeaten in 46 fights, 
said. 

However, neither of these fights 
is likely to take place because of 
the huge purse Holmes says he 
needs to take on Cooney, and bec- 
ause he would refuse to fight for 
promoter Butcb Lewis who has a 
promotional contract with Spinks. 

Holmes, who has made 17 title 
defences, second in number only 
to Joe Louis, will probably end his 
career against the 28-year-old 
Bey, who is ranked second by both 
the World Boxing Association 
(WBA) and the WBC. 

"Only money will bring me 
back, and I already have more 
than m ever need,” said Holmes, 
who is believed to have banked 
about $20 million. 

Despite his wealth, and the 
imminence of his retirement. 
Holmes insisted after an hour- 
long training session that he had 
not slipped — and if anything was 
better than ever. 

*Tm not old and washed up like 
a lot of writers think 1 am,” he 
said, sprawled on a rubdown table 
playing with his young son. Larry 
Junior, and his five-year-old dau- 
ghter. Kandy Lane. 

"It used-to be that I'd throw 80 
or 90 punches a round. Now. I 
only throw 40 or 50, but about 70 
per cent of them land and the pun- 
ches are more effective.

Bonn registers deficit 
on Third World trade 

BONN (R) — West Germany. Western Europe’s biggest economy, 
recorded a trade deficit with the Third World last year despite 
posting a record overall trade surplus, the government saidTuesday. 

The economics ministry called the deficit a contribution -towards 
improving the developing countries’ trading positions, strengthening 
their economic development and easing their considerable debt pro- 
blems. 

Developing countries increased the value of imports to West Ger- 
many by 1 1 per cent to almost 70 billion marks (S21 billion) com- 
pared with 1983. 

West Germany's exports to the Third World rose by only half a per 
cent to 67.6 billion marks (S2Q billion) giving a trade deficit of 2.2 
billion marks (S6S0 million) after a surplus in 1983. 

African nations showed the biggest increase, boosting sales 1 5 per 
cent to 23.6 billion marks (57 billion), with Nigeria and Libya the 
roost important single suppliers. 

The critical economic situation m Africa made ihe increase in 
imports from that region especially pleasing, the ministry said. 


Major strikes appear 
inevitable in Denmark 

COPENHAGEN. Denmark (AP) — Major strikes and lockouts 
affecting more than 300.000 Danish workers appeared inevitable 
Wednesday after failure of the latest attempt at mediating dea- 
dlocked general wage negotiations. 

Mr. Per Lindegaard. the government appointed arbiter, ann- 
ounced Wednesday that Denmark's Employers' Association and the 
national organisation, the Trade Unions Federation, were still so far 
apart that there was little chance of preventing a major conflict from 
going into effect on Monday. 

A combination of strikes and lockouts was expected to cripple 
public transport power supply, fuel distribution and other areas of 
the Danish economy if the deadlock continued. 

There had been little progress since early December in talks over a 
new two-year private sector wage agreement. 

Union negotiators had been pushing for reduction of the 40-hour 
work week, the equivalent of six per cent annual wage increases and 
bigger hikes for lowest-paid workers. 

Employers, claiming the union demands would amount to a 
double-digit percentage hike, held out for increases ** as close to zero 
as possible." 

Unless the state mediator was able later this week to submit a 
compromise with enough promise to postpone the conflict, the only 
other option for avoiding strikes appeared to be government int- 
ervention. 

Prime Minister Poul Schlueier s centre-right coalition appeared 
Wednesday to be taking a wait-and-see attitude, making no imm- 
ediate comment on the situation. 

Talks seem unsuccessful 
to stabilise cocoa market 


GENEVA (R) — Efforts by 70 
countries to negotiate a new int- 
ernational cocoa agreement to 
stabilise the volatile world market 
appear to be headed towards col- 
lapse. delegates to a U.N.- 
sponsored conference said Wed- 
nesday. 

The conference, which began 
-on Fell: T^and iydile to end Iatfcr 
this week, re presents; he third att- 
empt at a new accord. Delegates 
said differences between pro- 
ducing and consuming countries 
on price support levels remained 
unresolved. 

The current accord guarantees a 
price of S 1 .06 a pound but became 
inoperative three years ago due to 
lack of financial backing to lift pri- 
ces from levels at which they 
would normally trade. Cocoa now 
trades at-about 96 cents a pound. 

Conference Chairman Rene 
Montes of Guatemala told Reu- 
ters: "we are now at the critical 
part of the negotiations. Price lev- 
els and price adjustments are for 
both sides fundamental." 

Producers and the European 
Community, which represents the 
majority of consumers, have inf- 
ormally hinted at their final pos- 
itions on price stabilisation levels, 
delegates said. 


These would leave a gap bet- 
ween the two sides of 1 0 cents per 
pound, or roughly the difference 
between the level guaranteed by 
the existing accord and cocoa's 
current price. 

Any compromise could be 
made more difficult by dis- 
armament on measures for per- 
iodic review of prices if they 
moved outside the target area, the 
delegates said. 

Failure of the negotiations 
would probably not unduly con- 
cern the world's two largest pro- 
ducers, the Ivory Coast and Brazil, 
but would cause problems for 
other countries such as Ghana that 
still rely on cocoa for most of their 
foreign exchange income, acc- 
ording to cocoa economists. 

Tight world supplies and the 
strong dollar have both helped 
boost earnings in recent months 
but with a return to surpluses exp- 
ected in the longer term prices 
could plummet and drastically hit 
the less diversified economics, 
they said. 

Most consuming countries feel 
they have nothing to gain from an 
agreement which is not eco- 
nomically viable and many would 
welcome a permanent return to 
free-raarket forces, they said. 


Sudan hikes 
petrol prices 

CAIRO (R) — Sudan Tuesday 
raised the price of petrol by 60 
per cent to eight Sudanese pounds 
(S3. 20) ’from five (S2). Egypt’s 
Middle East News Agency rep- 
orted from Khartoum. 

President Jaafar Numeiri had 
said prices for fuel and other basic 
commodities would have to rise to 
compensate for last month's 48 
per cent devaluation of the pound 
and reflect their true cost on int- 
ernational market. 

The International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) and major Sudanese 
creditors including the United Sta- 
les had called for price rises as 
part of wide-ranging economic 
reforms. 

The U.S. and the IMF have sus- 
pended balance of payments sup- 
port for Sudan pending an ove- 
rhaul of its economy, which is str- 
icken by heavy debts, low pro- 
ductivity and drought. 

Sudan imports ail its fuel needs 
and private motorists are limited 
to a weekly ration of four gallons 
of petrol because of acute sho- 
rtages. 

Kuwait, China 
discuss closer 
economic ties 

KUWAIT IR) — Senior Kuwaiti 
and Chinese officials had wide- 
ranging talks Wednesday aimed at 
forging closer economic ties, with 
joint ventures in energy and other 
industrial fields. 

China's state councillor for fin- 
ance and economy. Mr. Zang Jin- 
gfu said on arrived here Tuesday 
night for a three-day visit that a 
number of joint projects were 
under study. 

He confirmed reports that 
Kuwait, China and Tunisia had 
agreed recently to set up a joint 
fertiliser plant in China. 

Industry sources believe Kuwait 
will supply the capital. Tunisia the 
technology and phosphoric acid, 
and China the gas feedstock nee- 
ded for the urea plant. 

“We are looking at more pro- 
jects with Kuwait." said Mr. 
Zhang, adding: “We welcome 
investment by Kuwait in our cou- 
ntry." 

Saudi French 
bank boostss - 
profits in ’84 

JEDDAH (R) — Saudi French 
Bank reported Wednesday a 4.9 
per cent increase in 1984 profits, 
the third Saudi bank to announce 
1 984 results and the first to show- 
higher earnings. The bank, in acc- 
ounts published Wednesday in 
Saudi newspapers, said profits 
before taxes rose to 170.4 million 
rivals (S47.2 million) from 162.5 
million (S45.0 million) in 1983. 
Of this, a total 27 million rivals 
(S7.5 million) was paid in income 
taxes and Islamic zakat. against 
24.1 million (S6.7 million) in 
1983. The bank. 40 per cent 
owned by Banque Indosuez of 
France, said it would distribute 
38.5 million riyals (SI 0.7 million) 
to shareholders in 1 984. up from 
37.7 million (SI 0.4 million) the 
year before. 


EC ministers clinch deal 
on agricultural payments 


BRUSSELS (R) — European Community (EC) agr- 
iculture ministers agreed early Wednesday on a new 
five-year programme of grants to modernise the 
10-nation group’s poorest anu most inefficient 
farms, diplomats said. 

There were still potential pro- 
blems. however. Diplomats said 
the deal glossed oveT whether the 
package included special pay- 
ments for poorer Mediterranean 
fanners, designed 10 cushion the 
impact of the expected entry into 
the Community of Spain and Por- 
tugal early in 1986. 

Britain said the package inc- 
luded these payments but Greece 
said extra funds were needed. 


Die deal, clinched after hours of 
wrangling over details, was hailed 
as a first successful test of new 

rules drawn up last year after high 
farm spending plunged the Com- 
munity into a budget crisis. 

In accordance with the rules, 
the bloc's finance ministers pro- 
posed a financial ceiling of 5.25 
billion European Currency Units 
(ECUs) (S3.6 billion) for the pac- 
kage on Monday. 

It was the first time they had set 
a limit for an individual farm spe- 
nding programme. Previously 
they set only the overall farm bud- 
get. 


Diplomats said the deal, which 
has been under discussion for over 
a year, did not exclude the pos- 
sibility of channelling a larger per- 
centage of the agriculture funds to 


poorer Mediterranean areas. 

New farm commissioner Mr. 
Frans Andricssen ha: said the 
.grants could play a key role in 
wider plans for a thorough 
shake-up of agricultural policy, 
blamed for creating unwanted 
food stocks by overpricing. 

He says the grams, used for a 
wide range of purposes from buy- 
ing tractors 10 irrigating land, 
could compensate farmers for 
price cuts designed to curb over- 
production. 

The new rules on financing were 
introduced after farm spending 
soared to over 19 billion ECL's 
(SI 4 billion) last year. 

The previous package worth 
3.75 billion ECUs (S2.1 billion) 
expired at the end of last summer 
and has since been renewed mon- 
thly. The finance ministers scaled 
down original proposals for a new 
package from the executive com- 
mission by about 10 per cent. 


Britain rules out reverse 
in strategy towards EMS 


LONDON (R| — The British 
government is no closer to linking 
the pound sterling to the Eur- 
opean Monetary System (EMS) 
exchange-rate mechanism than it 
was before the recent sterling cri- 
sis. government sources said 
Wednesday. 

The run on the pound this year, 
higher interest rates, worldwide 
currency turmoil and calls for act- 
ion from industry and leading pol- 
iticians have not changed the gov- 
ernment’s view that the time is not 
right for full EMS membership. 

The EMS was launched on 
March 1 3. 1 979. to limit volatility 
in the rates at which its eight 
member currencies change hands 
on world money markets. It sets 
fluctuation bands. 

British government sources 
dismissed market talk and press 
comment about a possible recent 
shift in official thinking. 

The last official word came a 
week ago from the Earl of Gowrie. 
government economic spokesman 


in the Upper House of Parliament. 
“We are ready to join when the 
circumstances are right", he said, 
adding: “Recent events in them- 
selves do not suggest that our 
position is wrong at present." 

Earl of Gowrie' s remarks were 
interpreted by some com- 
mentators as. meaning the EMS 
option was gaining favour. But a 
senior otficial told Reuters Wed- 
nesday: “They are making bricks 
without strawi” 

The EMS has proved a haven of 
stability for trade between itseight 
nations in the past two years, 
which have passed without any 
currency realignments. Its sup- 
porters say sterling as a member 
currency would have been less 
vulnerable to speculation centred 
on the strong dollar. 

The government’s main defence 
of its policy of keeping the pound 
sterling out of the EMS has been 
its petrocurrency status, because 
of the impact of North Sea oil on 
Britain’s economy. 


EMS rules allow member cur- 
rencies to fluctuate against each 
other only by 2.25 per cent, with 
the exception of the Italian lira 
which can. though rarely does, 
vary up to six per ceni. 

Both the present government 
and the previous Labour adm- 
inistration were advised that ste- 
rling. unlike other EMS cur- 
rencies. would be difficult to con- 
tain in that narrow band. 

Sterling plunged from a rate 
above S2 to just over SI .50 in the 
mid-1970s, before climbing back 
to S2.40 in 1981 and then rev- 
ersing to drop to near-pariry tvfo 
weeks ago. It is now at SI .0850. 

Any possible move to take the 
pound sterling into the EMS 
would be conducted in the utmost 
secrecy in a bid to avoid currency 
speculation around the pound's 
value in German marks. 

But officials said Wednesday 
there were no signs of any str- 
ategic planning, or of the issue 
moving up the cabinet agenda. 


falling U.S. microchip sales 
could bring crisis to industry 


NEW YORK (R) — Sales of U.S. 
microchips have taken their most 
dramatic dive ever and the ind- 
ustry could face a crisis if they do 
not pick up soon, business analysts 
say. 

Some experts predict losses 
could appear in balance sheets by 
May. saying that after a profitable 
1984 much of the U.S. industry, 
weakened by Japanese com- 
petition and slack demand from 
domestic computer makers, ret- 
reated to breaking even last 
month. 

Used in all computers, mic- 
rochips. or semiconductors as they 
are also known, are tiny soldered 
circuits enabling the machine to 
process data and perform cal- 
culations. 


Analysts began slashing est- 
imates of chipmakers earnings 
after Texas Instruments, ihe lar- 
gest U.S. manufacturer, extended 
cutbacks in production schedules 
through the first half of 1985. 

Also worrying for the industry 
was an announcement from Intel, 
another large chipmaker. saying it 
would have a breakeven quarter, 
and subsequent statements from 
smaller companies that they were 
planning layoffs. 

Last Friday another big man- 
ufacturer. National Sem- 
iconductor Corp. said: " It appears 
the industry is at the boitom of its 
cycle, but there are no indications 
ot an upturn." 

Mr. Michael Krasko, analyst for 
L.F. Rothchild Unterberg Tow- 


bin. said: "If orders don’t pick up 
in a couple of months, the industry 
is going to have to either make 
further cuts, or change some of its 
long-term plans". 

He said modernisation pro- 
grammes needed to siay com- 
petitive with Japan could be 
scaled down as a result of the cri- 
sis. 

One Wall Street underwriter 
said there is fear that even after 
orders pick up. semiconductor 
makers will have to survive wkh 
an entirely new. lower price str- 
ucture. 

Companies were surprised that 
price slashing reached even the 
newest generation of increase d- 
capaciiy memory chip, ihe dyn- 
amic random access memory

Kampuchean rebels help 
Thais evict Vietnamese 


Pakistan 
to receive 
new U.S. 


SURIN, Thailand (Agencies) — Kampuchean res- 
istance leader Prince Norodom Sihanouk said Wed- 
nesday his guerrillas were fighting side by side with 
Thai forces to evict Vietnamese troops from Thai 
territory. 


Sihanouk also rejected Com- 
munist Indochina's most recent 
overtures on the Kampuchean 
problem, and said his forces would 
not ’try to recapture their fallen 
headquarters of Tatum. 

“Inside Tatum there are no' 
more guerrillas ... only the Vie- 
tnamese. But on. the Thai- 
Kampuchean border our gue- 
rrillas are fighting side, by side with 
Thai soldiers because the Vie- 
tnamese troops are now in Thai 
territory and that's where the fig- 
hting is now.” said the former 
Kampuchean head of state. 

Vietnamese forces backed by 
massive artillery barrages seized 
Tatum on Monday. The Thai mil- 
itary says some of Hanoi's troops 
struck the camp from territory 
they had seized in Thailand a week 
earlier. Tatum faces Kampuchea 
and is bordered on three sides by 
Thailand. 

Thai army spokesman Maj. 
Gen. Naruedol Dejpradiyuth said 
in Bangkok Tuesday that Thai 
ground, artillery, and air strikes 
had failed to dislodge some of the 
3.000 Vietnamese who Had int- 
ruded into Surin province in the 
past week. The area of the inc- 
ursion. and the Tatum Camp, is 
about 48 kilometres south of this 
provincial capital, which bears the 
same name as the province. Sih- 
anouk's forces are joined with two 
other guemlla groups — the 
Khmer Rouge and the Khmer 
People’s National Liberation 


Front (KPNLF) in battling Vie- 
tnamese troops that invaded 
Kampuchea in late 1978. 

In this dry season. Hanoi's for- 
ces began attacking resistance 
camps near the Thai border last 
November, and wound up their 
offensive with Monday’s seizure 
oFTatum. The only remaining res- 
istance strongholds are those con- 
trolled by the Khmer Rouge, away 
from the border in the Cardamon 
Mountains in South western 
Kampuchea. 


“We're not going to have any 
negotiations with Hanoi or Phnom 
Penh as long as they say they want 
only the Phnom Penh Communist 
Party ... you can’t have any hope 
with their elections.” the prince 
said. Sihanouk said his forces still 
controlled a few villages and small 
bases inside Kampuchea, where 
about 5.000 fighters were ope- 
rating.

Marines almost fired on 
Venezuelans in Grenada 


WASHINGTON (R) — The U.S. 
Marines who invaded Grenada in 
1983 were too heavily laden to 
chase the enemy, had inadequate 
maps and almost fired on the Ven- 
ezuelan embassy because it was 
flying an unfamiliar flag, a report 
has said. 

The Marine Corps’ Director for 
Education. Maj. -Gen. J. I. Hud- 
son. said in the report that the 
marine operation was “highly pro- 
fessional.” 

But he added that the invading 
Marines had to cope with poor 
maps of the island, bad inf- 
ormation about amphibious lan- 
ding sites and heavy backpacks 
that prevented them from pur- 
suing the enemy. 

In one incident, a Marine com- 
mander suspected an island str- 
ongpoini. Fort Adolphus, ol being 
a Cuban garrison because it was 
flying a flag of an “unknown 


type:” 

The report said the commander 
considered firing on the fort, but 
decided against it. 

“This decision not to proceed 
(with) the attack ... was sound, 
because as it- turned out. Fort Ado- 
lphus was the Venezuelan emb- 
assy.” the report said. 

It said the troops, assigned to 
capture the northern half of the 
island including a small airstrip, 
lacked ground cover for helicopter 
operations and had inadequate 
communications with the navy 
command ship offshore. 

A total of 18 U.S. servicemen 
were killed and 1 1 6 wounded in 
the operation. 

Gen. Hudson noted that the 
Marines who staged the invasion 
had been aboard ships that had 
been bound for Lebanon when 
they were diverted to the Car- 
ibbean.

NCNA and the Communist

Daily, condemned Vietnam’s mil- 
itary presence in Kampuchea as 
Peking stepped up its war of words 
against Hanoi. 


In a letter to United Nations 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar. Peking charged Vietnam 
with bombarding Chinese border 
villages, sending spies across the 
frontier and kidnapping Chinese 
border residents. 

The letter, published by NCNA 
Wednesday, also condemned Vie- 
tnamese attacks into Thai ter- 
ritory and Hanoi* s offensive aga- 
inst Kampuchean guerrillas. 


ISLAMABAD (R) — The United 
States will supply new air-to-air 
missiles to Pakistan to improve its 
air defences against incursions 
from neighbouring Afgh anis! an , a 
senior U.S. official said Wed- 
nesday. 

Under-Secretary of State for 
Political Affairs Michael Hayden 
Armacost told a press conference 
the U.S. government had notified 
Congress on March 5 of its int- 
ention to supply AJM-9L missiles 
meant to be fitted on advanced 
F-16 jets. 

The United States has already 
supplied Pakistan with more than 
half of 40 F-16s h bad promised to 
sell under a S3.2 billion military 
and economic aid package. 

The package is designed to help 
Pakistan face the threat it feels 
from the Soviet military presence 
in Afghanistan. 

Pakistan has reported an inc- 
reasing number of airspace and 
border violations by Afghanistan 
since last summer, and Mr. Arm- 
acost said Washington was deeply 
concerned- 

Mr. Armacost did not specify 
the number of the missiles meant 
for Pakistan nor when they would 
be delivered. 

Pakistan received a first squ- 
adron of U.S. Cobra helicopter 
gunships for its army last month. 
A senior Defence Ministry official 
then put thenumberof F-16s .cc- 
eived at 25. 

Mr. Armacost. who will go to 
India later Wednesday, said he 
had “wide-ranging and pro- 
ductive” talks with Foreign Min- 
ister Sahabzada Yaqub Khan. 


Galman arrested before 
Aquino murder, son says 


MANILA (R) — The 1 1-year-old 
son of Rolando Galman — said by 
the military to be the killer of opp- 
osition leader Benigno Aquino — 
sobbed as he told a court Wed- 
nesday that his father was taken 
away by an air force colonel and 
three men four days before the 
murder. 

Reynaldo Galman said it was 
the last time he saw his father, 
gunned down by soldiers seconds 
after Sen. Aquino was killed at 
Manila Airport on Aug. 21.1 983. 
He was testifying at the trial of 
Armed Forces Chief Gen. Fabian 
Ver and 25 other men in con- 
nection with the murders of Sen. 
Aquino and Mr. Galman. 

A court interpreter who tra- 
nslated into English for the boy 
and several women spectators 
wiped away tears during his tes- 
timony. Presiding Judge Manuel 
Pamaran. dubbed the “hanging 
judge” for harsh sentences he has 
handed down, looked misty-eyed. 

The youngster said Air Force 
Col. Arturo Custodio, bus- 
inessman Hermilo Gosuico and 
two other men came to the Gal- 
man home in a village north of 


Manila on Aug; 17,1 983 and took 
away his father. 

" I was sad I lost my father ... He 
used to buy me toys and food,” 
Galman said, adding thar his fat- 
her was a farmer. 

He pointed to Gosuico, who 
was sitting with 22 other accused, 
but was not asked to identify Col. 
Custodio. 

“Now our mother has also dis- 
appeared.” the boy said. 

He said Lina Lazaro. Rolando 
Galman’s common-law wife, was 
picked up by four men in January 
last year, a day before she was to 
give evidence before an official 
inquiry into Sen. Aquino's mur- 
der. He said the family had not 
■ seen her since. 

The inquiry board rejected the 
military version that Galman was 
a criminal hired by Communists to 
kill Sen. Aquino when he returned 
from voluntary exile in the United 
States to unite the opposition aga- 
inst President Ferdinand Marcos. 

Gen. Ver, a kinsman of Mr. 
Marcos, and the other accused 
have denied the charges, brought 
after the board presented its fin- 
dings. 


U.S. agrees to clean up 
Pacific Atoll of Bikini 


WASHINGTON (R) — The 
1.200 nuclear exiles of the Pacific 
Atoll of Bikini Wednesday won a 
Jong struggle to go home when the 
United States agreed to clean up 
their island from atomic hydrogen 
bomb blasts. 

In an agreement reached before- 
the U.S. district court in Hawaii, 
the U.S. government yielded to 
the Islanders' demand and that it 
pay for rehabilitation of the atoll, 
contaminated by 23 nuclear tests 
between 194b and 1958. 

No figure was mentioned in the 
terms of the agreement, released 
in Washington by the Bikinians' 
lawyer, but American specialists 
have estimated the cost at up to 
SS0 million, mainly for stripping 
away poisoned topsoil and rep- 
lanting. 

“We are delighted.” sa'd Mayor 
Tomaki Juda, leader of the Bik- 
inians who are widely dubbed the 
world's first nuclear nomads. 

“We look forward to working 
with the United States to restore 
Bikini so we can finally return 
home.” he told reporters. 

The Bikinians' lawyer. Jon- 
athan Weisgall. said the set- 
tlement was “ terrific”. He told 
Reuters that the clean-up could 
begin within two years with the 
exiles returning within 1 0. 

The settlement agreement said 
the United States “views with fav- 
our the rehabilitation and res- 
ettlement of Bikini Atoll by the 
people of Bikini and pledges to the 
people of Bikini to use its best eff- 
orts to facilitate the steps nec- 
essary to achieve these objectives. 

“The United States shall pro- 
vide funds ... to assist the people of 
Bikini in their resettlement of the 
atoll.” 

The islanders left their palm- 
fringed lagoon 2,500 miles south 
west of Hawaii in 1946 to make 
way for the U.S. tests, which they 


were assured would be “for the 
good of mankind and to end all 
world wars.” 

The atoll became the site of the 
first underwater nuclear exp- 
losion. which shot a million tonnes 
of water into the air. and Ame- 
rica's biggest hydrogen bomb exp- 
losion in 1 954. The wind-shearing 
power of the 15-megaton blast 
prompted fashion designers to call 
women's skimpy two-piece swim 
suits Bikinis. 


The islanders meanwhile were 
moved through a series of tem- 
porary homes before being sent 
back to Bikini in the late 1960s. 

But the food they grew was con- 
taminated and in 1978 they were 
removed to the nearby island of 
Kili. which they called “the pri- 
son” and from which they lau- 
nched the clean-up campaign aga- 
inst the United States. 

An independent team of sci- 
entists commissioned by Congress 
reported last November that the 
work could be done for less than 
half the SI 20 million originally 
estimated. They found that if no 
clean-up took place the islands 
would be uninhabitable for a fur- 
ther 80 years. 


The Bikinians also sued the 
United States for S450 million 
destruction damages. The hyd- 
rogen bomb alone — 1,000 times 
stronger than the bomb that des- 
troyed Hiroshima — vaporised an 
island and blew a mile-wide hole 
in a reef. 

Mr. Weisgall said that suit was 
still pending but conceded it pro- 
bably would fall away under terms 
of a partial independence agr- 
eement reached between the Uni- 
ted States and the Marshall Isl- 
ands. of which Bikini is a pan. The 
accord would clear the United Sta- 
tes of all claims related to the Bik- 
ini tests. 
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India arrests 18th 
man in spy case

NEW DELHI (R) — Police have 
arrested another person on sus- 
picion of spying, the 18th to be 
held in connection with India’s 
espionag e scan dal the Press Trust 
of India (PTT) said. 

The news agency said K.C. Sba- 
rma appeared in a Delhi court 
Wednesday and was remanded in 
judicial custody for seven days. 
Mr. Sharrna was a civil serva n t in 
the Shipping and Transport Min- 
istry before joining the World 
Bank in Washington two years 
ago, PTI said. 

It added that he was aimed in 
the confession of Coomar Nar- 
ayan, a businessman described m 
press reports as the key figure in 
the spy ring. 

Mr. Narayan, arrested along, 
with 16 other businessmen and 
civil servants when the affair 
broke in January, was reported to 
have said in his confession that he 
had sold secrets for 25 years. 

The affair sent shock waves thr- 
ough diplomatic circles. The 
French ambassador was wit- 
hdrawn and Indian newspapers 
said suspects' confessions also 
named Poland, East Germany and 
the Soviet Union. 

Meanwhile Indian Prime Min- 


ister Rajiv Gandhi has named a 
trusted supporter of his Congress 
(I) Party to the top post in Punjab 
in a fresh sign that he is det- 
ermined to restore peace to the 
strife- tom northern state. 

Mr. Gandhi surprised many 
Tuesday by naming Arjun Singh, 
chief minister of the central Indian 
state of Madhya Pradesh and a 
veteran politician, as the new Pun- 
jab governor. 

His move came only a day after 
he ordered the release- of top 
Sikh political -leaders in what is 
likely to be the first move to reo- 
pen peace talks with them. 

Mr. Gandhi also asked a cabinet 
panel set up to explore a Punjab 
settlement to tour the troubled 
state on a fact finding mission, 
continuing a major initiative lau- 
nched nine weeks after he won a 
record majority in national ele- 
ctions last year. 

Arjun Singh is the third gov- 
ernor since Mr. Rajiv's mother 
and predecessor Indira Gandhi 
imposed direct rule on the pro- 
vince 17 months ago. 

Mr. Singh, a non-Sikh, had sta- 
rted a second term as Madhya 
Pradesh chief minister only a day 
before the announcement.

SEOUL (R) — South Korean 
opposition leader Yi Min-U rep- 
eated his demand that President 
Chun Doo Hwan resign next year 
and that the constitution be cha- 
nged to provide for direct pre- 
sidential elections. 

Mr. YI. leader of the newly- 
formed New Korea Democratic 
Party (NKDP), told foreign jou- 
rnalists that last month's elections 
showed there was a consensus for 
a change in the present con- 
stitution. 

Mr. Chun, a former army gen- 
eral was elected by an electoral 
college and has said repeatedly he 
will stand down when his seven- 
year term expires in 1988. 

But Mr. Yi. whose party swept 
the cities in the elections, repeated 
his call that Mr. Chun resign next 
year and a caretaker government 
be formed to arrange for free, dir- 
ect presidential elections. 

Angry exchanges erupted bet- 
ween the NKDP and the ruling 
Democratic Justice Party (DJP) 
last week when the NKDP became 
the first South Korean par- 
liamentary party to demand Mr. 
Chun's resignation. 


Mr. Yi also called for a meeting 
between Mr. Chun and leading 
dissidents Kim Dae -Jung and Kim 
Young-Sam who back the NKDP. 

Roh Tae-Woo, chairman of the 
ruling party, said on Monday the 
DJP would not agree to a change 
in the constitution although he 
could not rule out the possibility of 
a change after 1988. 

Mr. Yi said Wednesday: “The 
election confirmed a national con- 
sensus for a revision of the present 
constitution, and this is something 
where there can be no com- 
promise as far as we are con- 
cerned.” 

He said the opposition would 
press the issue when parliament 
reassembles next month. 

The two Kims were due to meet 
later this week to discuss efforts to 
merge the NKDP with other opp- 
osition groups, aides said. 

Although the- DJP maintained 
its majority with 1 86 seats in the 
276-member National Assembly, 
the NKDP became the main opp- 
osition with 69 seats. 

“Eventually ail opposition gro- 
ups will unite in a single party.” 
Mr. Yi said. 


Texas killer executed 


HUNTSVILLE. Texas (R) — A killer of three women who 
insisted he wanted to die for the murders was executed by lethal 
injection Wednesday. Stephen Morin, who pleaded guilty to sho- 
oting 21 -year-old Carrie Marie Scott outside a San Antonio res- 
taurant in December, 1981, was injected with lethal drugs in the 
state prison in Huntsville. Morin. 37. refused to appeal against his 
execution and told a judge he was ready to die. 


‘Noah’s Ark not on Mount Ararat’ 


ANKARA (R) — Noah’s Ark could nor have landed on Mount 
Ararat but may have anchored on Mount Cudi, also in Turkey, a 
government expert said Wednesday. Yilmaz Guner. a geo- 
morphologist, said in a paper prepared for a scientific congress 
that a boat-shaped rock formation on Ararat sometimes said to be 
related to the Biblical vessel was a shape frequently found in ■ 
volcanic regions. Many people seeking to prove the authenticity 
of the Old Testament of the Bible have climbed Ararat, near the 
Soviet border, in search of remains from the Ark. The Old Tes- 
tament Book of Genesis says God told Noah to build the Ark to 
take his family and two of all living creatures to escape the flood, 
he ordered to punish mankind. Guner said the flood was nothiag 
but a tidal movement of the sea. But even if there had been a flood 
in Mesopotamia Ararat was too high to have been reached. A 
possible landing place was Mount Cudi. near Turkey's border 
with Iraq, he said.
